NOW Remembers Mama 

On August 26, 1920, American women 
were given the right to vote after a long 
and arduous struggle. Since 1970, when 


thousands of women marched through 
the streets of New York to honor the suf- 
fragists and to demand a renewal of the 
women’s rights movement, August 26 
has been marked by nation-wide 
feminist demonstrations. In 1973, in a 
gesture one might find suspect, former 
president Nixon officially declared 
August 26 to be Women’s Rights Day. 

This year, instead of taking to the 
streets, Boston feminists are having a 
party. The National Organization for 
Women is sponsoring a celebration at 
Zero Garden Street in Cambridge 
between 6 and 9:30 p.m., and all women 
and men are invited to join in the 
festivities. There'll be wine, beer, 
snacks, and dancing to the music of the 
women’s band Jade and Sarsaparilla. 

But the party is not only a celebration 
of a past victory: it is also intended to in- 
sure a future victory. Right-to-lifers are 
well organized and well funded, and the 
Supreme Court decision in favor of abor- 
tion is in danger. NOW’s legislative task 
force is working to counter the anti- 
abortion lobby’s influence, and the $5 
donation that is being requested for the 
celebration will go toward the task 
force’s legislative efforts. 

For those who prefer to do their 
celebrating at home, WBUR radio (90.9 
FM) is having a special ‘Celebrate, 
Women!” day of broadcasting. Regular 
programming will be suspended in order 
to present an entire day of women’s 
music, herstory, and discussion.

All you have to 
do is bring your Beetle to the VW 
dealership in Brookline and let a 
Beetleboard rep dress it up in new paint 
and a set of body-hugging decals prais- 
ing well-known products and services. 
Beetleboards of America is the 
brainchild of Charles Bird, who started 
the company in California about three 
years ago. He chose VWs to market 
supergraphic advertising because of 
their standard body size and popularity. 
Although Beetleboards has no business 
arrangement with the people who make 
Volkswagens, they are affiliated with 
VW franchises in 40 states. The com- 
pany is expanding rapidly and now has a 
production office in New York. Marcia 
Gaylor, Director of Marketing, predicts 
that there will be 1,540 decaled bugs on

tober. 

The Beetleboard initiation is relative- 
ly simple. You must own yéur own bug, 
have a good driving record and a positive 
attitude toward product you'll be 
advertising. This involves filling out an 
application form and signing a contract 
for a specified period of time (nine 
months is the standard), including an 
agreement to pay for any damages in- 
driving your Beetleboard 
and a promise from the company to 
repaint your car when the contract ex- 
pires. 

Marcia Gaylor claims that 
Beetleboards are ‘‘an answer to 
ecological advertising.*’ That’s 
questionable, but they certainly are a 
unique vehicle for earning $20 a month.

A Slice of lowa in Boston 


Stories of drought and the corn crop 
bring Iowa to mind for most people, but 
planting, harvesting and accompanying 
problems are actually no further away 
than Jamaica Plain. There, on an urban 
country road called Allandale Street, is 
the 100-acre Allendale Farm, the last 
working cropland in the city limits. 

Although insufficient rainfall has cut 
this year’s harvest by about 20 percent, 
says manager Edward Lawrence, sweet 
corn and a variety of vegetables fresh 
from the field are being sold at 259 
Allandale (on the Boston-Brookline 
border) as they have been for the past 
200 years. Prices may be lower or higher 
than supermarkets’, but the produce 
flavor far surpasses that of the plastic- 
wrapped variety. Besides corn, the farm 
offers native blueberries (the tiny, sweet 
ones), squash, tomatoes and beans. 

Open daily from 10 to 6, the Allandale 
Farm can be reached by car or by bike 
from Centre St. in Jamaica Plain, 
followed by a right turn on to Allandale. 
Bus service is available from Forest Hills 


or Chestnut Hill.

Variable Star Gazers 


The dusty windowfront with its collec- 
tion of ragtag cacti, succulents, starfish, 
and a five-pointed star decorated with 
the initials AAVSO strikes the passer-by 
as, possibly, a rather discreet fortune 
teller’s outfit. In fact, 187 Concord 
Avenue in Cambridge houses the 
American Association of Variable Star 
Observers. Founded in 1911, it’s a uni- 
que, world-wide astronomical clearing 
house of information on variable stars, a 
class of stars whose brightness varies 
over periods of time. 

Although membership in the 


organization begins officially at the age - 
re 


of 16, the Association is delighted to 
receive observations from anyone. At the 
moment they’re keeping their eye on a 
13-year-old girl who started observing at 
the age of nine. “She’s so dedicated she 
gets up and sends us pre-dawn obser- 
vations,” says Mrs. Janet Mattei, the 
Association’s third and present director, 
beaming warmly. “That’s how our 
members are, they do this for the love of 
it and because they know that they are 
contributing someting absolutely vital 
to the study of Astronomy. Equipped 
with simple telescopes, s»metimes only 
binoculars, they keep us. supplied: with 


some 12,000 to 13,000 observations a 
month. Professional astronomers de- 
pend on these observations for extreme- 
ly important raw data in their work, 
since no one observatory can completely 
cover the heavens. Our members are, as 


one of them put it, ‘the watchdogs of the’ 


stars.’ Study of variable stars con- 
tributes to an understanding of the 
galaxy, its age, and the evolution of the 
stars.” 

The Association is the largest in the 
world with 1000 members in China, 
Southern Arabia, South Africa, and 
Japan, as well as Europe. They publish 
a report annually with the latest data on 
the variables, a semi-annual journal of 
articles and observations, and a little 
news notes publication about the 
members themselves. The Association 
sends its members the data sheets on 
which they record their observations 
(the predictions of Maxima and Minima 
of regular variables), and charts of star 
fields so the observers can locate the 
variable in respect to the stars which are 
constant. This year the members of the 
Association will cluster at an annual fall 
meeting in Massachusetts to be held in 
Williamstown on October 18 and 19, and 
the public is welcome to attend the talks

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How Rocky Got There 


He Had a Friend in Court and His Own Well Laid Plans

WASHINGTON — Some 
radical journal may suggest that 
the Fords and the Rockefellers, 
after years of pulling the strings, 
have at last completed their 
take-over of America. And some 
on the far left or far right my 
charge that the Eastern 
Establishment and the Council 
on Foreign Relations have sur- 
rounded yet another President 
— but don’t laugh. 

Laying aside all the dark con- 
spiracies, it is true that the ap- 
pointment of Nelson Aldrich

resident within a year is part of 
enry Kissinger’s education of 
Gerald R. Ford. 

Kissinger, absolutely beam- 
ing, was close by in the Oval Of- 
fice when Rockefeller walked in 
and the President announced his 
choice. And later, as Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
stood outside the White House 
telling reporters how passionate- 
ly Kissinger had argued for 
Rockefeller, the nominee was in- 
side the West Wing, paying his 
first visit following the an- 
nouncement to one of his former 
assistants, Nancy Kissinger, and 
her husband, the Secretary of 


State. 


It was a kind of reunion, for 
both Kissingers had been con- 
sultants to Rockefeller on foreign 
affairs. The former Nancy 
Maginnes worked on the Com- 
mission on Critical Choices for 
America, which Rockefeller 
formed after quitting as governor 
of New York. And during the 
early ‘60s, in a study for the 
Rockefeller brothers and the 
Council on Foreign Relations (on 
whose editorial advisory board 
he serves), Kissinger shaped 
many of his present world views. 
To oversimplify, Kissinger’s 
thesis — which ran counter to 
traditional and certainly 
Republican cold-war thinking — 
was one of enlightened contain- 
ment. Rather than threaten 
“massive retaliation,” Kissinger 
suggested a more rational, 
statesmanlike approach to the 
communist bloc, in order to get 
its help in policing the world. 
The goal was not so much con- 
tainment as stability. 

After a brief and vain attempt 
to exert some influence on the 
Kennedy administration, 
Kissinger (then at Harvard 
teaching a course with Morton 
Halperin, whose telephone he 
later helped tap) advised 
Rockefeller, perhaps hoping his 
client would become thc 
presidential vehicle for his ideas. 

Surprisingly, it was through 
his indoctrination of a known 
hater of the Eastern Establish- 
ment, Richard Nixon (who ap- 
parently learned a few things 
while practicing law in New 
York), that Kissinger introduced 
his post-cold war diplomacy, his 
updated version of the 19th- 
century balance of power. 

But what happened to 
Kissinger’s unlikely vehicle, and 
what almost happened to 
Kissinger himself when it bogged 
down in the mud of Watergate 
and sundry other mires, is now 
history. Suffice it to say that 
Kissinger’s friend, White House 
Chief of Staff Alexander Haig, 
helped push Nixon towards 
resignation, and that when Nix- 
on was wavering that last night 
before he announced he was 
quitting, Kissinger himself ad- 
ministered the coup de grace. 
How? By telling his President 
that if he didn’t step down his 
foreign policy accomplishments 
would go down the drain and he 
would be remembered only for 
Watergate. 

Enter Gerald Ford. Even 
before he entered, Kissinger 
talked with him long and often, 
which was one of the first signs

that Ford was beginning to 
believe he might be President. In 
the weeks before he became 
President, Ford was bothered 
not so much by Watergate per se 
as by his fear that Nixon was too 
weak at home to push a hard 
bargain abroad. And Ford said 
publicly (to Nixon’s dismay) 
that he was concerned about the 
President’s vulnerability in in- 
ternational affairs. Presumably, 
Ford got at least some of these 
ideas from his conversations 
with Kissinger. 

In any event, Ford pledged 
early on that Kissinger would re- 
main as foreign policy chief in 
his presidency. And there is 
evidence, from talks with close 
associates of Ford, that 
Rockefeller, partly because of 
Kissinger’s influence and the 
need for someone who is expert 
and world-respected in foreign 
affairs, was Ford’s first and only 
real choice for the vice- 
presidency. 

There were other reasons, of 
course: Rockefeller is an ex- 
perienced administrator, which 
Ford is not; Rockefeller’s age not 
only precludes his running for 
the presidency in 1980, but gives 
Ford the chance to avoid picking 
a younger man and thus boosting 
him for the presidency; and, 
most important of all — for Ford 
truly believes it is most impor- 
tant — Rockefeller could assume 


the presidency in an emergency. 

It should be noted here that as 
vice president, Ford was a 
member of Rockefeller’s com- 
mission, along with Kissinger, 
Edward Teller, Laurence 
Rockefeller and others, and he 
attended at least one meeting. 
Like-minded men in and out of 
government who agree with or 
are active in what could be call- 
ed the “foreign policy es- 
tablishment” are friends of Ford, 
and he consulted them regarding 
his vice-presidential choice. One 
overriding consideration in 
Rockefeller’s favor was his iden- 
tification with a continuation of 
the present foreign policy, and 
continuation is what Kissinger 
advised Ford to emphasize 
strongly in his speech to 
Congress. . 

Thus, as men like Scott, 
Edward Brooke, Jacob Javits 
and others urged Ford to choose 
Rockefeller, Kissinger seemed to 
be making it an inevitable 
choice. And according to ad- 
visers who were close to the 
selection process, it was virtually 
a foregone conclusion. 

Indeed, Ford had to do only 


one thing before making up his © 


mind. He tested the reaction of 
Republican conservatives to be 
certain they wouldn’t make too 
much of a fuss. On Sunday, Aug. 
11, about 48 hours after becom- 


ing President, Ford invited a 


. celebration. 


parade of Republican con- 
gressional stalwarts to the White 
House. To cover his tracks, Ford 
asked them about various possi- 
ble nominees. But what in- 
terested him most, and what led 
to the announcement more than 
a week later, was the discovery 
that conservatives like John 
Tower, Barry Goldwater and 
others had no real objection ro 
Rockefeller. 

Ford was seriously looking at 

other candidates in case some 
damaging information or other 
obstacle nixed Rockefeller. But 
after an apparently unfounded 
report that Rockefeller money 
had been used for dirty tricks in 
the 1972 campaigns delayed 
public announcement, Ford call- 
ed his nominee on Saturday, the 
day for which the decision had 
been originally scheduled, and 
all but reassured him he would 
be the one. 
- On Monday night Rockefeller 
got the call from Haig to come to 
Washington. And following the 
formal, televised announcement 
on Tuesday, Rockefeller had 
lunch at the State Department 
with some of his supporters — 
Scott, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield, Haig 
and his wife and, of course, the 
Kissingers. It was a quiet 
Kissinger’s first 
choice still wasn’t president, but 
he was the next best thing. 


Nelson Rockefeller began a 
series of moves aimed at securing 
national executive power at least 
nine months ago — long before 
the resignation of Richard Nix- 
on. 
Rockefeller, who has sought 
the Presidency since 1960, 
directed his maneuvers along 
with the general strategy of key 
Wall Street elements to force 
Nixon out of office. 

In early November of 1973, 
former~ Secretary of State 
William Rogers held a dinner for 
a select group from the nation’s 
| mutual funds, invest- 
ment banking houses and stock 
brokerage firms. The sole topic 
under discussion was the 
necessity of removing Richard 
Nixon from the White House in 
order to save the Republican 
Party, according to a well-placed 
and reliable Wall Street 
stockbroker. 

Rogers has never been named 
as an accomplice to any of the 
White House horrors. He was not 


< 4 member of the inner sanctum 


of Southern Californians and 
admen who indelicately created 
a presidential secret police. 
Rogers has come a long way since 
sitting out the Checkers crisis 
with Nixon and Murray 
Chotiner. He is basically an old- 
school Republican, a member of 
a prestigious Wall Street law 
firm and a former Attorney 
General under Eisenhower. 
Although his resignation as Nix- 
on’s Secretary of State had been 
planned far in advance, he 
greeted the preordained moment 
during the sticky summer of 
Watergate hearings with a mix- 


ture of relief and disillusion- 


ment. By the first week in 
November, as: the prospect of 
Republican catastrophe in 


forthcoming. elections became 


clear, Rogers and a few others on 
Wall Street began a mobilization 


of segments of the Eastern 


Establishment in the effort to 
depose Nixon. Rogers’s private 
dinner was the starting point in 
the campaign. Those present 
agreed that the Republican Par- 
ty would be stained far more by 
Nixon’s continued tenure than it 
had. been by Herbert Hoover’s 
performance during the Depres- 
sion. Nixon’s Operation-Fight- 
Like-Hell threatened to render 
the GOP nearly inoperative. It 
would have been Nixon’s 
greatest historic act and fitting 
expiation for his career, but 
Rogers and his Wall Street 
associates intervened in a 
deliberate and unseen manner. 
Exactly what their actions were 
are not known, and the full story 
may always remain a mystery. 

Immediately after Nixon’s 
resignation speech, CBS inter- 
viewed William Rogers and in- 
troduced him as “one of Richard 
Nixon’s oldest friends.” Rogers 
solemnly stated that Nixon’s 
courageous act was in the best 
national interest. 

The answer as to who would be 
Vice President to Gerald Ford, 
the inevitable President, was 
provided by Nelson Rockefeller 
when he announced his resigna- 
tion from the New York gover- 
norship in early January. 

Rockefeller carefully built his 
credentials for the final assault. 
After his resignation, he car: 
paigned in the hinterlands 
allay the suspicions of the 
Republican right. His message 
carried around the nation in an 
early fall, 1973, speaking tour of 
the GOP minions was: ‘“T’ 
Watergate affair is a tragedy of 
individuals, not of the 
Republican Party.’’ Rocky’s 
notice of early retirement was 
not prompted by a proposed in- 
crease in New York City’s sub- 
way fare or any other local issue. 
He intended, once he understood 
the shape of the future, to be a 
most powerful holder of what 
John Adams, the first Vice Presi-

RABBI KORFF 


Rabbi Baruch Korff, the 
dauntless defender of Richard 
Nixon, is on the payroll of the 
Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. Rabbi Korff is a 
part-time chaplain for the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health at the Taunton 
State Hospital and the Paul 
Dever State School for the Men- 
tally Retarded. He earns $42 a 
week from each institution; this 
amounts to $4368 a year. Ap- 
pointments to these consultant 
posts are made locally by the 
hospital superintendents. Rabbi 
Korff has held his position at 
Taunton State Hospital since 
1955, and at the Dever State 
School for at least 20 years. Dr. 
Bloomberg, the Deputy Com- 
missioner of the Department of 
Mental Health, states: “It’s the 
kind of job_a_man stays in 
forever.” Since Richard Nixon’s 
career met an untimely end, 
Rabbi Korff says that the goal of 
his National Committee for 
Fairness to the President is “for 
those leftists and liberals to go to 
hell.” For all we know, the Rabbi 
may be a consultant there. 


STALE MUFFINS 


The Pewter Pot (“Welcome 
back’’) Muffin House on 
Boylston Street closed its doors 
last month as a result of a 
protracted waitress strike. 
Before the Independent 
Restaurant Workers Union walk- 
ed out for higher wages the 
Pewter Pot was taking in $1200 a 
day; towards the end the 
restaurant was making $300 a 
week, according to strikers. 

The workers are scheduled to 
appear before a National Labor 
Relations Board mediator in 
Washington to argue their case. 
The Pewter Pot management 
had threatened throughout the 
strike to close the restaurant, 
thus permanently displacing its 
employees. Pewter Pot 
restaurants have an ersatz New 
England colonial ambience but 
they are all owned by the Ken- 
tucky Fried Chicken chain, 
which itself is a subsidiary of 
ITT. Pewter Pot workers are 
currently pressing a boycott of 
the Harvard Square franchise. 


SACCO & VANZETTI 


Forty-seven years ago, on 
August 22, Nicolo Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti were ex- 
ecuted by electrocution in 
Boston. The two radicals had 
been convicted on dubious cir- 
cumstantial evidence of a 
murder in a Braintree hold-up. 
Their defenders charged that the 
case against them was a frame- 
up, part of the post-World War I 
Red Scare aimed at immigrant 
labor and the left. 

In 1959, Al Ceila, then a state 
representative from Medford, fil- 
ed a motion in the legislature 
that would have granted Sacco 
and Vanzetti posthumous par- 
dons; the motion was 
overwhelmingly defeated. On

the 10th anniversary of the execu- 
tion, in 1937, a group of promi- 
nent civil libertarians presented 
Boston Mayor Mansfield and 
Governor Hurley with a bronze 
memorial plaque intended for 
placement on the Boston Com- 
mon. The gesture was rejected 
by Mansfield and Hurley. The 
plaque, still in the possession of 
a Sacco and Vanzetti memorial 
committee which meets every 
year, bears a quotation of Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti made before 
his death: “What I wish more 
than all in this last hour of agony 
is that our cause and our fate 
may be understood in their real 
being and serve as a tremendous 
lesson to the forces of freedom so 


that our suffering and death will . 


not have been in vain,’ 
TIGER CAGE 


A demonstration calling atten- 
tion to the plight of political 
prisoners in South Vietnam, 
complete with replica tiger cage, 
concluded last week with a 
round-the-clock vigil on the 
Capitol steps in Washington. 
While people fasting in the tiger 
cage were symbolically 
protesting the continued US fun- 
ding of the Saigon regime, the 
Capitol police offered an an- 
tipathetic gesture of their own. 
The police told demonstrators 
that they were not allowed to 
sleep on the Captiol steps and if 
their eyes closed during the night 
they would be arrested and the 
tiger cage confiscated. This 
police action is in sharp variance 
with the treatment accorded 
followers of South Korean 
evangelist Sun Myung Moon, 
who were not disturbed as they 
prayed and slept for Nixon on 
the Capitol steps for three days 
and nights. The Capitol police 
did not specify what they would 
do with an impounded tiger 
cage. 


TICKER 

Every sign in San Clemente, 
California, which read “‘Home of 
the Western White House’”’ has 
been stolen by souvenir hunters, 
Zodiac News reports. City 
Manager Kenneth Carr says that 
no one is disturbed by this 
breach of law and order: “We 
had planned to remove them 
anyway, because the signs were 
no longer appropriate.” .... 
Nixon’s hasty political burial 
thwarted many writers who had 
planned to cover and cash in on 
the impeachment trial. Jimmy 
Breslin planned a day-to-day 
report, Hunter Thomspon was 
geared for gonzo stunts and 
Helen Thomas had a Signet 
paperback entitled ‘“‘Guide to 
Impeachment” ready for dis- 
tribution to bookstores. The 
abrupt finale has not stymied 
others, however. New York 
reports that Carl Bernstein and 
Bob Woodward have proposed a 
new book of Watergate 
revelations to Simon & Schuster 
(for a. half million dollar 
pricetag). And this winter the 


prolific E. Howard Hunt will 


publish his memoirs, Against All 
Enemies... . The New England 
Sierra Club has sent a represen- 
tative to Malaysia to invite a 
Chinese trade delegation to an 
energy conference at Clark 
University that will take place 
on October 19 and 20. The Sierra 
Club wants the Chinese to speak 
about their use of solar-powered 
rice cookers . . . .

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Races for State Secretary and Treasurer 


Candidates and a Question of Accountability 


By Dave O’Brian 

This year’s state elections may 
finally prove, if nothing else, 
that the constitutional offices of 
treasurer and secretary of state 
have no business being on the 
ballot. 

Since one post collects and in- 
vests the state’s revenues (and 
now runs the state lottery) and 
the other takes the census, prints 
public documents and oversees 
elections — jobs that require 
technical skills but involve little 
policy-making — they should, 
ideally, be divorced from 
political maneuvering. The 
ranks of those who feel the 
positions should be filled with 
appointees of the governor rather 
than elected pols are growing. 

The counter-argument, of 
course, is that the governor 
should not be given such power 
and that facing the electorate 
every four years forces the 
treasurer and secretary of state 
to be held personally accoun- 
table. 

Barring anything unforeseen, 
like an upset victory by their 
little-known primary 
challengers, the two entrenched 
Democratic incumbents should 
prove this fall how absurd that 
latter argument is. If Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane and State 
Secretary John F. X. Davoren 
this fall are re-elected, as is 
presumed, it will be clear that 
there’s no such thing as accoun- 
tability: 

Both have faced mini-scandals 
of their own this year in the form 
of highly critical newspaper ex- 
poses of their performance in of- 
fice. If that doesn’t make a dent 
in their vote-getting strength in 
the year of Watergate, it never 
will. 

The more serious charges, 
probably, were lodged against 
Treasurer Crane in an in- 
vestigative series by United 
Press International, which 
documented, in case after case, 
that bankers who made cam- 


“paign contributions to Crane 


found in turn that their banks 
received sizable deposits of state 
money. 

In addition, UPI and later 
Globe stories reported that 
Eugene Merkert, Crane’s former 
campaign committee chairman, 
is a director of the Coolidge Bank 
and Trust Co., and that, until 
these disclosures forced him to 
give it up, Crane drew a weekly 
salary from Newton Foods, a 
subsidiary of a firm headed by 
Merkert. Coolidge Bank, at the 
time, held $2.6 million in state 
money, making it the favorite of 
Crane’s office. 

In second place was the 
Newton-Waltham Bank, with 
$2.05 million in state funds. 
Crane’s close friend, John 
Driscoll of the Turnpike Authori- 
ty, is a director of that bank. 
Driscoll was also Crane’s 
predecessor as state treasurer. 


Since these disclosures, Crane 
has set a limit of $500,000 on the 
amount of state money to go to 
any one bank and says he will 
not accept any campaign con- 
tributions from bankers this 
year. Mark Furcolo charges 
Crane was “shamed” into mak- 
ing these concessions. 

Furcolo, son of former Gov. 
Foster Furcolo, decided to 
make his first run at elective of- 
fice this year, pondered the 
possibility of going for Secretary 
of State or Lieutenant Governor, 
but settled on a primary 
challenge to Crane’s traditional- 
ly unchallenged 10-and-a-half- 
year incumbency. Clearly, Fur- 
colo was hoping the disclosures 
about Crane would make Crane 
more vulnerable than now 
appears to be the case. 

“When I meet people,” Fur- 
colo said, “they have some vague 
recollection of it, like ‘Oh, yeah, 
wasn’t Crane involved in some 
sort of a scandal?’ But that’s it.” 
It’s a frustrating experience for a 
candidate with few financial 
resources and, despite a well- 


known name, very low recogni- 


tion. 

“I feel that Crane has abused 
the office so flagrantly,” Furcolo 
said, “that if he can’t be beaten 
we might as well make it an ap- 
pointed office and make the 
governor accountable.’’ 
Meanwhile, to those who will 
listen, Furcolo proposes com- 
petitive bidding by banks for 
state funds to insure the highest 
interest possible, opening up the 
decision-making processes in the

ford it, and criticism of the long 
odds against winning a prize. 

But overall, the lottery is seen 
as wildly successful, remarkably 
scandal-free, and it has proved 
to be a great plus for Crane, who 
really doesn’t need to campaign 
at all since he can be seen smil- 
ing and handing out checks to 
deliriously happy people every 
week as part of his job. “The 
lottery,” Crane observes, “has 
brought happiness to thousands 
of people in the state.”

Next to the family portrait is 
another group shot — this one of 


a happy bunch of people stan- 


ding in Square, Moscow, 
where Crane, his close friend 
Kevin White, and others travel- 
ed last summer for the Team 
Canada hockey competition. In 
the group is a smiling Bobby Orr, 
another Crane crony. And Bob 
Crane doesn’t make it a seceret 
fact that he enjoys his life style, 
the travel and leisurely pace of 
his job, and that he wants to 


office to public scrutiny, and, in 
effect, turning the state treasurer 
into a “taxpayers’ advocate.” 
And, he feels, the treasurer 
should be taken off the state 
lottery commission. “He ought 
to be a watchdog over the 
lottery; he should be at arm’s 
length. Rather than exposing 
problems with the lottery so they 
can be corrected, Crane is cover- 
ing them up with his silence.” 
Yes, there have been con- 
troversies surrounding the 
lottery, most notably charges of 
deceitful advertising for the 
“Instant Game,” increasing con- 
cern that the state is overly 
zealous in its promotion of 
gambling by those who can’t af-

So Crane, tanned, slim, and 
looking very much the part of the 
state gambling czar, shows little 
concern over the bad publicity or 
the challenge from Furcolo, 
which he calls ‘“‘a healthy thing 
for the electorate.” He says the 
job he’s done as treasurer “is 
such that the people are behind 
me and I don’t mind criticism as 
long as it’s fair.” 

Then, with a sweeping gesture, 
he points out the portrait on his 
desk of his doubtlessly charming 
wife and five doubtlessly char- 
ming children. “But do you 
think it doesn’t hurt a family 
man to have his integrity 
questioned?” he asks. “Sure it 
hurts.”

hold it for life. 

He claims he gets a good 
return on the state’s in- 
vestments, stresses ‘“‘there hasn’t 
been a breath of scandal” sur- 
rounding the lottery operations, 
and denies it represents a 
regressive tax. “People perhaps 
spent more money on the Instant 
Game than they could afford,” 
he conceded, “just as ple 
spend more on pad 
cigarettes than they should. But 
the people want it, and for that 
reason the Instand Game will 
be back.” 

Crane’s response to the 
charges of state money going to 
bankers who contribute to him is 
to point out that “80 percent of

the banks who have state money 
never gave me a cent.” But he 
refuses to make his income taxes 
or financial worth public, despite 
insinuations by Furcolo that he’s 
hiding the amount of profits he 
made from Newton Foods. “I 
believe that’s personal and 
private. When the law says we 
have to make such disclosures, 
I'll be the first to comply.” 

Crane’s pledge to take no 
money from bankers is 
somewhat misleading in itself, 
though. Campaign records on 
file in the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice indicate that Crane has yet 
to raise any money this year 
through new contributions. 

To date, he has funded his low 
budget, low profile re-election ef- 
fort with $7,579.44 that he had 
left over from prior campaigns, 
and that, indeed, can be traced 
back to a 1966 testimonial — 
where a good number of bankers 
were present and, it is fair to 
assume, contributed. Crane 
won’t raise more until those 
funds are depleted. 

Whoever wins the Sept. 10 
Democratic primary, 
meanwhile, might face a 
Republican opponent in 
November. And then again he 
might not. Erna Ballantine, 
nominated for the post at the un- 
official GOP convention, failed 
to gather the necessary 
signatures to get on the primary 
ballot and is waging a low- 
budget sticker campaign. She 
needs 10,000 sticker votes to 
make the final. 

“Tt’s tough as the dickens,” 
conceded the former head of the 
Mass. Commission Against 
Discrimination who is both the 
only black and the only woman 
major party candidate for 
statewide office this year, “but I 
feel I’m a good candidate, and I 
know something about state ad- 
ministration because I’ve been 
there before.” 

Ms. Ballantine advocates “‘us- 
ing the office for community ser- 
vice” by, for instance, giving 
preference to banks “that are 
willing to fund small businesses 
to improve the local com- 
munity.” She points to her 20 
years in business, finance, and 
government, then adds that, as a 
woman, she would bring “com- 
mon sense”’ to the office. But, of 
course, as a member of a minori- 
ty group (a Republican), her 
chances of getting there are not 


great. 


The charges leveled against 
Secretary of State Jack Davoren 
are less serious but, ironically, 
the likelihood is that they will 
prove more damaging. After 
following him around for 
months, tracing his every move, 
the Globe’s Spotlight Team ran 
a series that, summarized as 
briefly as possible, revealed that 
Davoren hardly ever works at his 
job. No misappropriation of 
funds or similar unethical con- 
duct here, simply that he doesn’t 
do his job. 

And, as in the treasurer’s race,

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Headlining the Veterans Aid Investigation 


By Tom Sheehan 

If Garrett Byrne had written 
the script for the ‘Veterans’ Aid 
Racket” himself — if he had 
handpicked the cast of 
characters and told them when 
to take center stage — he 
couldn’t have done a better job. 

After twenty-two years on the 
job, the Suffolk County District 
Attorney has built a reputation 
as a good headline-maker at 
election time, and this year his 
record is holding. 

On August 9, almost one 
month to the day before the 
primary election, Byrne an- 
nounced he was probing charges 
that huge sums of money had 
been fraudulently dished out to 
veterans by both the city of 


Boston and the state. 

From all indications the scan- 
dal is one of major proportions, 
involving about $1 million in 
phony payments and apparent 
collusion between officials in the 
city and state veterans’ 
departments. There were 
reports, too, that underworld 
figures were involved in the 
scheme. And to top it all off, 
some indictments are likely 
before the primary. 

“There’s no doubt the thing’s 
genuine,” said one City Hall 
reporter, “but you know Byrne’s 
going to play it like a harp right 
up to the election.” 

Suggestions that Byrne has 
been trying to manipulate media 


coverage of the case for his own 
political ends were hotly dis- 
puted last week by his office. 

“As soon as we got information 
on this, we went right to work on 
it,’’ said Asst. D.A. John 
Gaffney. “‘We’ve had all sorts of 
spectacular cases. We don’t plan 
them. We don’t have control 
over when evidence is 
available.” 

“You couldn’t sit on a case like 
this,” said Asst. D.A. Thomas 
Dwyer, who is presenting 
evidence to a grand jury on the 
case along with Gaffney. “You 
had to move in immediately 
because once word of the probe 
got out, all sorts of documents 
would disappear.” 


“As for media coverage,” said 
Dwyer, ‘what can I say? The 
media has given it the sort of 
coverage it thinks it deserves.” 

That the media has found the 
probe worthy of prime coverage 
is beyond dispute. Since the 
story first broke, in fact, it’s been 
played on the front page of both 
the Globe and Herald almost as 
often as the utterances of newly- 
installed President Gerald Ford. 

The scandal was a major local 
story when it first broke, and it 
remained in the news as in- 
vestigators dug up new facts. At 
first the racket was reported to 
involve about $500,000 in 
fraudulent payments to vets,

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Tom and Dapper: Draw, Pardner

The counters were a bit more 
crowded last week at Shapiro’s 
Delicatessen in the shadow of the 
Chelsea Town Hall, but the 
sandwich-makers took it in 
stride. It happens every six years 
around this season, regardless of 
the price of corned beef. The 
time has come again to elect a 
sheriff for Suffolk County, and 
Chelsea is filled with the bright 
suits of politicians and their 
aides who are buying beers and 

romising honorary deputies’ 


dges. 

A sizable percentage of the 
county citizenry may not even 
know that the position of sheriff 
exists this side of Dodge City. 
But in Chelsea, Revere, 
Winthrop and many Boston 
neighborhoods, county jobs and 
clubhouse politics mean bread 
and butter. Thus the September 
10 Democratic sheriff's primary 
will attract a large posse of elec- 
tors when it pits incumbent 
Thomas Eisenstadt against 
Boston City Councillor Albert 
“Dapper” O'Neill. The winner 
on the six-year term — no 

epublican is running in 
November. 

It’s not unusual to have a 
hotly-contested sheriff's race. 
The job offers good pay ($20,000 
a year), lucrative patronage 
(control of 200 jobs), and even a 
free residence from the county. 
More is involved this year, 
though, than whose cousin will 
become a county court officer. 
Issues like penal and bail reform 
are involved in the campaign be- 
ing waged by billboard and 
house y. Moreover, the next 
sheriff will for the first time in 
over a century supervise con- 
struction of a new county jail, as 
the courts have ordered the 
replacement of the ancient 
Charles Street Jail, which the 
sheriff runs. This will be a multi- 


million dollar project. 

Both candidates possess pop- 
ular political names and plenty 
of ward connections. But 
Eisenstadt, notwithstanding his 
celebrated battle with Jonathon 
Kozol a decade ago when he 
served on Boston’s School Com- 
mittee with Louise Day Hicks, 
has steadily acquired a reputa- 
tion as a quiet reformer and in- 
stituted a variety of successful 
innovations at Charles Street. 

Lately, O’Neill has been one of 
the Council’s leading vote- 
getters after a history of fruitless 
bids for elected office. In the past 
few years he’s made a career of 
mixing law-and-order rhetoric 
with loud blazers and echoes of 
Last Hurrah politics, and he 
carefully cultivates his image in 
Council forensics and watering 
spots around town. “Old Dap,” 


- as his license plate once read, 


has lost a variety of seemingly 
frivolous campaigns (including a 
mayoral bid), but he is running 
very seriously for the sheriff's 
job, which would combine his 
two great loves: police work — 
Councillor O’Neill has been 
known to make citizen arrests — 
and political favors. It would be 
a nice retirement for an aging 
pol, a fact of which O’Neill is not 
unmindful. “Yeah, I’ve been go- 
ing to a lot of wakes,” he says of 
his campaign. “Half my voters 
are dying off.” 

“I don’t think Dapper could 
win an election people perceived 
as serious,’’ says one state 
legislator much worried about 
the O’Neill candidacy. “But 
they might say, ‘Aw what the 
hell, let him be sheriff.’ It’s a 
good joke.” 

Despite its seeming 
anachronism, the position of 
county sheriff does have some 
import, and it will have more if 
either Eisenstadt or O’Neill has 


his way. By tradition, the sheriff 
opens each year’s Harvard com- 
mencement, lives in a stone- 
faced house next to the jail, and, 
more significant, is considered 
the highest law enforcement of- 
ficial in the county, outranking 
even the Boston police com- 


*missioner. The potential of the 


post is not lost on O'Neill, an 
arch-critic of current com- 
missioner Robert DiGrazia. 
Dapper pledges to carry his 
badge and gun (“You bet I 
would”) and to appoint a small 
army of deputies, also gun- 
toting, throughout the county. 
“T’ll have about 30 deputies,’’ he 
says. Though unpaid, all would 
outrank Boston policemen, a fact 
which prompts Eisenstadt to call 
them “a potential private ar- 


my. 

The 30 new deputies would be 
added to Eisenstadt’s current 40, 
almost all of whom are court and 
jail officers deputized in case of a 
disturbance. These 40 will, by 
law, remain — court officers 
serve until mandatory retire- 
ment at age 70. None, according 
to Eisenstadt, is engaged in 
street patrols, as O’Neill pledges 
his will be. ‘“‘“Someone’s got to do 
something about these young 
punks running around,” says 
O’Neill with characteristic 
flourish. 

In recent practice, the 
position’s job description has 
been somewhat more limited, 
partly because the sheriff does 
not control his nearly $3 million 
budget. This is left to the Mayor 
of Boston, whose post, in arcane 
confusion, also gives him’ control 
over Suffolk County purse 


strings. The sheriff does, 


however, have great discretion in 
allocating these funds in: his 
tasks of running the county 
courthouse in Pemberton Square 
and, more important, Beacon 


Hill’s Charles Street Jail. It is 
New England’s largest “‘jail” (as 
opposed to prison), a 125-year- 
old “holding facility” in which 
some 6,000 men a year do time 
awaiting trial, many languishing 
for months because they cannot 
afford bail (see “‘Bailing Out in 
Boston,” Phoenix, May 7). 

Three years ago, there was a 
major riot at Charles Street, and 
not long after, Federal Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity found conditions” 
there to be unconstitutionally 
“cruel and unusual.” He ordered 
it phased out by 1976, a deadline 
that Eisenstadt says will not be 
met because of a lack of 
enthusiasm for the project at 
City Hall, whence the funds 
must flow. 

Both Eisenstadt and O’Neill 
support the Garrity ruling on 
Charles Street and would like to 
see a new jail built quickly, 
preferably combining the pre- 
sent Charles Street operations 
with those of the city prison on 
Deer Island, which is currently 
run by the Boston Penal 
Institutions Department at City 
Hall. Such a change would dou- 
ble the sheriff's budget and 
patronage and, says Eisenstadt, 
would “make an elected official 
accountable” for all county 
prisons. The candidates differ, 
however, on the site of the con- 
solidated prison. O’Neill favors a 
new facility off the Winthrop 
shore on remote Deer Island, 
from which 140 prisoners és- 
caped last year. Eisenstadt 
prefers a new~ complex on 
Charles Street — where there 
were no escapes last year — and 
emphasizes its accessibility to 
lawyers and relatives. 

Although they agree on the 
need for a new jail, the can- 
didates’ approaches don’t 
overlap much otherwise. 
Eisenstadt, despite having been 


named as the defendant in the 
inmate suit on Charles Street, 
has seemingly broken with the 
long history of neglect at the 
granite bastille. ‘When I took of- 
fice,” he says, ‘“‘the only program 
at the jail was counseling by a 
couple of nuns who came in on a 
volunteer basis. Now we have a 
whole range — certainly a lot 
more than Deer Island.” 
Eisenstadt has, in fact, in- 
itiated some noteworthy 
reforms, among the most in- 
novative being the jail’s Bail 
Appeal project. Financed by 
federal funding won during the 
sheriff's term, a legal staff has 
won release for nearly 500 
Charles Street inmates whosé 
bail, a Superior Court judge rul- 
ed, had been set by a district 
judge in violation of the state 
Bail Reform Act. Such stringent 
attention to the meaning of bail 
— crucial at a place like Charles 
St. where few inmates have been 
convicted of anything — has 
enabled Eisenstadt to cut the 
jail population in half, from 400 
to 200. He says now that he plans 
both to continue the bail appeal 
project and to set up a revolving 
loan fund for prisoners lacking 
money for even minimal bail. 
Spurred by the forcefully- 
written court order, Eisenstadt 
has also initiated drug treatment 
and psychological counseling 
programs as well as work release - 
and furlough programs for the 
ten percent of Charles Street in- 
mates actually sentenced to the 
institution. 
Such niceties would not be on 
O’Neill’s agenda of priorities. 
“Do you realize,” he inquires, 
“that we’ve got 67 murderers 
down there [at Charles Street]?” 
The fact that none has been con- 
victed doesn’t concern him — he 
unabashedly supports preven- 
tive detention. “People are living 
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er

in fear, keeping their doors lock- 
ed in the daytime. The hoodlums 
have to be locked up.” 

This has not been a subject of 
debate in the race thus far, 
however. The rather expensive 
campaign (each candidate will 
spend an amount roughly equal 
to the sheriff's yearly salary) is 
based mostly on name recogni- 
tion. The closest the contest has 
come to a hot issue has been 
Eisenstadt’s alleged role in a 
state legislature act authorizing 
a second judge for the Boston 
Housing Court. Just prior to 
prorogation, the legislature 
suddenly amended the bill and 
called for five new court officers 
as well as a new judge. Had the 
ammendment passed, the of-

ficers would have been ap- 
pointed by the sheriff. 

O’Neill says that Eisenstadt 
“tried to slip in five more court 
officers in the new Housing 


Court, but got caught at that. 


Then he denied ever doing it.” 


Eisenstadt claims that “the 
most distasteful part of my job is 
being an employment agency. I

never talked to anyone about the 
Housing Court bill. The only 
reason that Rep. [James] Kelly 
[Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman] added that amend- 
ment was because he figured the 
legislators would find it easier to 


_ approach a fellow pol about 


court jobs, rather than a judge. 
And I'll tell you, if it came to 
trading a job for, say, bail reform 
legislation, I wouldn’t hesitate to 
do it.” 

The other campaign “issues” 
are more in the Boston political 
tradition. O’Neill has criticized 
Eisenstadt for not being a 
veteran and for allegedly mis- 
representing his membership in 
the Knights of Columbus. 
Eisenstadt replies that he is 


“amazed that a campaign for 
sheriff could come down to such 
things.’’ Such things could 
decide the election, though, 
which, to judge by the heated 
campaigning, will be close. 

One local state representative 
who, like many observers, enjoys 
O’Neill’s continuing imper- 
sonations of James Michael 
Curley, says, “It would almost 
be worth having Dapper win, if 
only to see him open the Harvard 
commencement. Almost.” 


A similar sheriff's race, though 
on a smaller scale, is going on in 
Middlesex County, where reform 
incumbent John Buckley is be- 
ing challenged by Cambridge 
Mayor Walter Sullivan. 
Sullivan, always the top vote- 
getter on the Cambridge City 
Council and something of a local 
institution, is counting on a 
strong turnout from his East 
Cambridge base to oust Buckley, 
perhaps the most outspokenly 
liberal sheriff in the state. 
Buckley has taken much- 
publicized stands in favor of 
strict gun control, decriminiliza- 
tion of marijuana, and even in 
support of abolishing county 
government, long a pension plan 
for politicians. As supervisor of 
the Billerica House of Correc- 
tion, Buckley has instituted 
furlough and work-release 
programs. Sullivan, in response 
to a citizen group questionnaire, 
has said he would “revise” those 
so as to preclude certain inmates 
from returning to the community 
where they could “adversely in- 
fluence their peers.” Sullivan 
also says he will ‘‘reform’”’ 
rehabilitation programs at 
Billerica, something Buckley 
claims already to have done by 
replacing activities such as 
broommaking and dairy farming 
with genuine vocational train- 
ing. Like the Suffolk race, this 
one will be close. Both men com- 
mand solid constituencies — the 
outcome will be decided by 
which following turns out.

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Amnesty for Draft Evaders: 


It’s Only a Matter of Time

The War Many Re 


ed to Fight 


In the words of one observer, 
President Ford has grasped the 
nettle. 

That nettle is the question of 
amnesty for the thousands of 
young Americans who refused to 
be drafted,to fight in Vietnam. 

Ford’s surprise call for limited 
amnesty for 50,000 draft evaders 
and deserters met with instant 
rejection by many on both sides 
of the controversy; but one thing 
‘seems clear: Amnesty will come. 
It is now only a matter of form 
and timing. 

Having pledged himself to 
‘‘binding up the nation’s 
wounds,” President Ford cannot 
allow this sore to continue to 
fester. 

While it is within his power to 
grant amnesty by presidential 
fiat, Ford may instead force a 
settlement through 
Congressional legislation — and 
give such legislation top priority. 

In his address before the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
national convention, Ford spoke 
of leniency; he described the 
draft resisters as “our coun- 
trymen”; and he proposed their 
“earned reentry” into American 
society. Those who had refused 
to fight, he said, should be given 
“a second chance” and the op- 
portunity “to work their way 
back.” 

Just how draft resisters could 
“work their way back” was not 
defined, but Ford was obviously 
referring to some form of alter- 
native public service. (However, 
by last Thursday Attorney 
General William Saxbe was tell- 
ing the Associated Press that it 
was possible the Ford Ad- 
ministration may choose to re- 
quire only a request for repatria- 
tion — rather than service in the 
Peace Corps or Vista — as a con- 
dition for amnesty.) 

There also seem to be some 
distinctions in the President’s 
mind among the different types 
of draft evasion and desertion. 
Having ordered top Administra- 
tion officials to study his 
proposal for limited amnesty and 
to make recommendations to 
him by Sept. 1, Ford said: “‘I will 
then decide how best to deal 
with the different types of 
cases.” 

Although President Ford has 
spoken only of ‘earned reentry,” 
such a recognition of the degrees 
(and varying reasons) for Selec- 
tive Service violations would not 


rule out other forms of amnesty, 
such as the establishment of 
hearing boards to consider each 
case on its merits. 

In fact, legislation calling for 
the establishment of a five-man 
amnesty review board for draft 
evaders (but not deserters) was 
introduced in the Senate by Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr. (R-Ohio). That 
bill, however, became bottled up 
in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, whose chairman is James 
QO. Eastland, a strong opponent 
of amnesty. Ten amnesty-related 
bills were considered last Spring 
before a House subcommittee, 
but no action was taken. 

If the details of conditional 
amnesty remain cloudy, so does 
the number of men involved. 
The most frequently quoted of- 
ficial figure is 50,000. After 
President Ford’s address, Press 
Secretary J. ter Horst used a 
Defense Department tally of 49,- 
500 men, of whom 20,500 were 
classified as draft evaders. 

Antiwar groups, however, have 
presented much higher figures 
(ranging up to 100,000) and con- 
tended that the Defense Depart- 
ment has kept its figures low in 
an attempt to show that the 
Vietnam War was not so un- 
popular. Some draft resisters 
claim there are as many as 30,- 
000 evaders and deserters in 
Canada alone. (Ter Horst es- 
timates there are 3000-4000 in 
Canada.) 

President Ford in his VFW 
speech said he had asked At- 
torney General Saxbe and 
Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger to report to him “the 
full spectrum of American opi- 
nion on this controversial 
question.” 

Such a report will no doubt 
make mention of the VFW’s un- 
animous adoption of a resolution 
— one day after Ford’s address 
— reaffirming the organization’s 
“total opposition to both general 
and selective amnesty for draft 
dodgers and military deserters,” 
who “should be required to stand 
trial for their crimes and shall 
pay such penalties upon convic- 
tion as the laws prescribe.” 

The “opinion report” may also 
include the views of a spokesman 
for war resisters living in Canada 
who immediately rejected con- 
ditional manesty. Gerry Condon, 
who deserted the Army in 1968 
and is now managing editor of 
Amex ( a magazine for American 


exiles in Canada), said, ‘“Ford’s 
suggestion is totally unaccep- 
table. Basically he has rejected 
the concept of amnesty and 
wants to extract one more pound 
of flesh from those who rejected 
an illegal and immoral war.” 

Other war resister and civil 
liberty groups have also turned 
down the notion of any kind of 
conditional amnesty. Michael 
Uhl, a founder of Safe Return, a 
pro-amnesty group, said, 
“Universal amnesty is the only 
position that is just. Conditional 
amnesty is absolutely out of the 
question. No one will accept it.” 

A Gallup Poll in April of this 
year showed that 58 percent of 
those questioned wanted some 
form of punishment for draft 
evaders, while 34 percent sup- 
ported unconditional amnesty 
and 8 percent had no opinion. A 
similar poll in 1973 reported 67 
percent in favor of punishment, 
29 percent for full amnesty and 4 
percent with no opinion. 

The Pentagon remains firmly 
against amnesty, but former 
Defense Secretary Melvin Laird 
and former Army Secretary 
Robert Froehike came out for 
conditional amnesty — after 
leaving the Pentagon. The 
current Army Secretary, Howard 
Hallaway, has said he considers 
amnesty a presidential decision, 
not a military one. 

There are many unanswered 
questions in the amnesty con- 
troversy, but one that is begin- 
ning to surface in some minds is 
this: is President Ford’s push for 
conditional amnesty for war 
resisters the precursor of amnes- 
ty for Nixon and the Watergate 
criminals?

dent, called “the most insignifi- 
cant office that ever the inven- 
tion of man contrived or his im- 
agination conceived.” 


Critical Choices 


The long-term perspective for 
a Republican administration 
that included Rocky was 
prepared by a Rockefeller 
family-funded group called the 
Commission on Critical Choices 
for America. An earlier commis- 
sion, chaired by Rocky in the 
late 50s, drew up a program for 
the Rockefeller presidency that 
never materialized; its chief 
foreign policy expert, Henry 
Kissinger, attained his initial 
prominence from his participa- 
tion in this commission. 
Kissinger was present on the new 
commission along with such 
Establishment stalwarts as 
George Schultz, Senator Hugh 
Scott, CBS owner William 
Paley, former World Bank presi- 
dent George Woods, former 
Atlanta mayor Ivan Allen, and 
former LBJ adviser on Latin 
America, Sol Linowitz, among 
others. Also on the Rockefeller- 
dominated commission was the 
new Vice President, Gerald 
Ford. While Nixon was sending 
Rose Mary Woods off to a grand 
jury to perjure herself, a shadow 
government was being formed. 


Rockefeller and Ford, 
whatever their respective 
political positions, have never 
been in fundamental disagree- 
ment about ultimate purposes. 
Both are long-time members of 
the Bilderberg Group, composed 
of the leading bankers, in- 
dustrialists, and politicians of 
Western Europe and America 
who annually meet to discuss the 
prospects of the Atlantic com- 
munity. 


The Ford and Rockefeller com- 
bination is an assertion of the old 
Republican Party alliance of 
Main Street and Wall Street. 
This is the Republican Party of 
Taft and Dewey before the 
emergence of the sunbelt forces 
— Howard Hughes, the Syn- 
dicate, the Teamsters, Bebe 
Rebozo, Robert Vesco, and

porary victory of the old 
mainline elements in the 
Republican Party over the up- 
start nouveau riche. The new 
GOP alliance cements groups 
that in the past battled for con- 
trol of the party. Wary of federal 
government power, the 
isolationists, of which Jerry Ford 
was one in his early con- 
gressional days, have gone over 
to the side of business inter- 
nationalists; the big money 
cosmopolitans, of which Nelson 
Rockefeller is the leading exam- 
ple, share a belief with the 
nationalists in the primacy of a 
strong military posture. The 
Taft-Dewey struggles that once 
wrenched the GOP have been 
resolved in the new administra- 
tion. 

On a more basic level, Ford 
and Rockefeller are political per- 
sonifications of the complemen- 
tary aspects of the Eastern 
Establishment. During his first 
major address to the nation, 
Gerald Ford intoned: “I am the 


man.” But Business 
eek (August 17) assures its 
readers: “There are, however, 
no lathe operators in the new 
President’s tight inner circle.” 
The first person Ford called in to 
help him with his Presidential 
transition was William G. 
Whyte, a U.S. Steel vice- 
president and its chief 
Washington lobbyist. He is 
typical of Ford’s close friends. 
Among the others listed by 
Business Week are Clark 
MacGregor of United Aircraft 
and former head of the Com- 
mittee for the Reelection of 
President Nixon; Bryce Harlow 
of Proctor & Gamble, a former 
Nixon adviser; Rodney W. 
Markley of Ford Motors; Kim 
Hallamore of Lear Seigler (a 
munitions-based conglomerate); 
and Leon W. Parma of Teledyne- 
Ryan Aeronautical. Most of 
Ford’s congressional campaign 
funds came from these sources 
and others like it (GM, Boeing, 
Armco Steel, and General 
Dynamics), according to the 


New York Times (August 9). The 
American Metal Market, an in- 
dustry publication for 
midwestern steel and machinery 
manufacturers, reported a par- 
ticularly positive attitude 
towards the new President, a 
man with whom they are on in- 
timate terms (August 12). 

The two members of the ad- 
ministration that might be call- 
ed cronies of President Ford are 
Philip W. Buchen, Ford’s per- 
sonal lawyer and a director of the 
Communications Satellite Cor- 
poration, and L. William Seid- 
man, Ford’s accountant, whose 
company handles the books of 
many major firms. Seidman’s 
firm was auditing the books of 
Equity Funding when its 
fraudulent insurance records 
were exposed. The Securities 
and Exchange Commission is 
currently considering whether to 
investigate the Seidman outfit. 

Ford has also created an open- 
ing to the major oil companies. 
The official guest list at Ford’s 
inauguration included several 
powerful oilmen. Among those 
present at the gala occasion, 
which indicated that “a cloud 
had lifted” (N.Y. Times colum- 
nist Anthony Lewis’s words), 
were retired Admiral Arleigh 
Burke, who moved effortlessly 
from the Navy to being a director 
and member of the executive 
committee to Texaco, and 
William Barody Jr., son of the 
president of the American Enter- 
prise Institute for Public Policy 
Research, a Washington-based 
strategic studies think-tank with 
a special oil industry influence. 

Nelson Rockefeller’s fortune 
rests not only on oil but on bank- 
ing, manufacturing, agriculture, 
and most everything else. 
Rockefeller is more than just a 
rich man (estimated worth: $500 
million); he is a key operative in 
one of the dominant financial 
groupings in the country, not to 
mention Latin America. His con- 
firmation hearings will reveal 
his own personal stake as just the 
tip of the iceberg, connected 
through corporate interlocks, 
family ties and class background 
to a much larger estate. The 
Ford-Rockefeller team is a 
marriage of financial, manufac- 
turing and military-industrial 
power. Rocky will not be nickel 
and dime-ing the public treasury 
to spruce up his haciendas. In a 
real way, Rocky’s personal 


wealth is linked to the welfare of 
American business as a whole. 


Rocky’s Skills 


Ford has already indicated 
that he intends to make use of 
Rockefeller’s formidable skills. 
The President, who has had . 
limited economic and inter- 
national experience, now 
Rocky’s strengths to correct his 
own deficiencies. Rockefeller has 
a much better understanding of 
the byzantine executive branch 
than Ford. Rocky himself was 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
Latin America at the end of 
Roosevelt’s Presidency. In the 
years of international monetary 
and energy crises to come there 
is no better available expert than 
Rocky, who is also a shrewd and 
pragmatic politico. Rocky has, 
even before his assumption of of- 
fice, been assigned to work on 
economic matters. His promised 
presence on the hustings for 
Republican hopefuls in the fall 
illustrates his considerable 
domestic political appeal and 
Savvy. 

Watergate supposedly no 
longer besmirches the 
Republican Party. America is 
now presided over by the first 
completely scandal-free ad- 
ministration of clean, honest, de- 
cent men with absolute binding 
ties to the Establishment since 
that of Herbert Hoover.

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Ted Patrick Says Krishnas Join His Crusade

Ted Patrick, the crusading 
“‘deprogramer”’ of religious 
zealots who performed his con- 
troversial therapy on two 
members of the Boston Hare 
Krishna cult (see Phoenix cover 
story, Aug. 20), claims the two 
boys are not only completely 
“cured,” but have joined his 
crusade and have helped him 
deprogram other Krishna 
cultists. 

Patrick, contacted by the 
Phoenix at his San Diego home, 
said Edward Shapiro, 20, of 
Newton and Lee Allan Roth, 25, 
of New York “are both happy 
and glad to be out. One of them, 
the Shapiro boy, helped me 


_ deprogram three other Krishnas 


in Cleveland yesterday 
[Tuesday]. And Roth helped 
with a fourth.” 

The two boys left the Krishna 
Temple on North Beacon St., 
Allston, on August 5 and were 
taken to Shapiro’s parents’ New- 
ton residence, where Patrick, 
who claims such cultists are 
brainwashed, attempted to 
harangue them back to “nor- 
mality.” Although his techni- 
ques have been criticized as a 
form of brainwashing 
themselves, he claimed all he did 
to the two boys was “talk to 
them — tell them the truth.” 


Charges of kidnapping 
brought by the Krishna sect 
against Dr. Eli Shapiro, 
Edward’s father, were dismissed, 
but a civil suit against Patrick 
that seeks $250,000 in damages 
and release of the boys is still 
pending in Suffolk Superior 
Court and Patrick said he plans 
to file a counter-suit so they 


‘can’t drop it. He said he’s been 


waiting three years for a cour- 
troom confrontation with the 
Eastern religious cult. “I want to 
go into court with them and real- 
ly rip them apart,” he said. “I 
want to expose them for what 
they are. It’s a million dollar 
racket.” 

He did not know, however, 
what charges he could bring 
against the Krishnas, and at- 
torney Paul Feinberg, who 
represents the sect, told the 
Phoenix later that the suit 
against Patrick probably would 
be dropped because the Krishnas 
don’t have the money to pursue 
it. He said he was surprised, but 
pleased, to hear that Patrick was 
going to counter-sue. 

“The Krishnas have resigned 
themselves to the idea that 
Shapiro and Roth are gone,” 
Feinberg said, “but they’re still 
concerned about stopping 
Patrick.”

Food Stamps and 
Infant Nutrition

Stamps: oncept is Based on Emergency Diet 


Now that the surplus food 
program has proven itself a 
fiasco, the Department of 
Agriculture is making two new 
plans available to Boston area 
residents who are most familiar 
with what President Ford calls 
Public Enemy Number One. If 
inflation is mangling your 
budget you may find you are 
eligible for food stamps, or for a 
new program aimed at curbing 
malnutrition in the young: the 
Women, Infant, and Children’s 
Food Plan. 

The latter program, WIC, is 
currently in operation in Cam- 
bridge, Dorchester and Roxbury 
— and it runs out of certain 
neighborhood health centers. To 
qualify for vouchers ex- 
changeable at food and drug 
stores for milk, cereal, formula, 
juice and eggs, any woman living 
in these three areas need only 
present herself to register at the 
Roxbury Comprehensive Com- 
munity Health Center, 82 Savin 
Street; Upham’s Corner Health 
Center, 500 Columbia Road, 
Dorchester; or at the Cambridge 
City Hospital’s Department of 
Obstetrics, Gynecology & 
Pediatrics. 

The Cambridge plan serves 
pregnant and lactating women, 
and children up to the age of four 
years. The Dorchester and Rox- 
bury plans offer the same ser- 
vice, but include only children 
under three years of age. (This, 
according to Robert Clancy, ex- 
ecutive director of Cambridge 
WIC, results from a difference in 
the proposals or applications for 
the federal funds.) Vouchers can 
be redeemed for milk, eggs, etc., 
with some 38 merchants in Cam- 
bridge. Harvard Trust reim- 
burses the food and drugstores, 
yet, according to Clancy, the ad- 
ministrative costs are kept to 10 
percent of the food costs. The 
Cambridge program, which 
serves about 1,350 persons, is ex- 
pecting $800,000 in federal funds 
for fiscal 1975. Dorchester is 
currently assisting about 1,200 
women and children on a six- 
month, $180,000 budget. Dr. 
Grace Hussey, director of Mater- 
nal and Child Health with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, said that Fall 
River is now in the process of 
applying for WIC funds, and she 
has received inquiries from 
health centers across the state, 
including those in Somerville, 
Lowell and Framingham. 

“In applying for WIC funds 
the health center has to justify 
its needs. Obviously the stronger 
the proposal, the better the 
response will be,” Dr. Hussey ex- 
plained. “If you can prove with 
statistics that local infants are 
suffering from malnutrition 
yoy’re likely to get the funds.” 

proposal was 
probably helped along by the 
tests MIT professors conducted 
in 1971. Dr. Ernest Pollit and Dr. 
Philip Porter studied 20 under- 
sized children and 19 normal- 
growth children at Cambridge 
Hospital and found that 
differences in intellectual func- 
tioning were related to 
differences in the intake of pro- 
tein and other nutrients, as well 
as to the mothers’ care and fami- 
ly histories. Both groups of 


children were selected from 
Cambridge City out-patients, all 
from the same general area, and 
all but three were white. The 
smaller children tended to come 
from lower socio-economic 
levels, but information collected 
on the gross family incomes of 
the normal-sized children show- 
ed that it wasn’t the difference in 
earnings that was significant. As 
it turned out, one of the major 
predicators of the child’s perfor- 
mance on a study test was with 
the quality of his contact with 
his mother. The more adequate 
the relation between the two, the 
greater the likelihood that the 
malnourished child was underf- 
ed not only in body but in spirit 
as well. Yet the ‘conclusion 
overall was that children under- 
sized because of lack of nutrient 
were measurably less intelligent 
than their well-fed peers. The 
WIC program does, in fact, in- 
clude periodic checks of the 
height, weight and head cir- 
cumference of the infant or 
child. 

Now in operation in 45 states 
as well as Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands, WIC programs 
run on a $100 million federal 
yearly budget. Eligibility for 
WIC vouchers is determined by 
each separate neighborhood 
health clinic in accordance with 
its own approved proposal. 

The food stamps replace the 
old free surplus food program 
and are available to everybody 
(children included) on welfare. If 
you’re not on welfare you need, 
in applying, to document your 
income and resources. As 
reported in the June 25th 
Phoenix, eligibility is deter- 
mined on the basis of take-home 
pay after taxes and union dues, 
plus any other income, minus 
the following deductions: 
regularly high medical or dental 
expenses, necessary household 
repairs and replacements, 
education costs, alimony and 
child support payments,’ child 
care costs, rent or mortgage 
payments, utilities, phone, in- 
surance and sewage bills. If you 
work only part-time, receive a 
small income, or are un- 
employed, you might qualify. 
Apply at your local Little City 
Hall or welfare office, and bring 
documentation of your expenses, 
proof of income, and your social 
security number. You can 
receive food stamps whether or 
not you are a U.S. citizen, even if 
you have just moved to the com- 
munity. You must be informed 
of a decision within 30 days after 
your request. If you have no in- 
come (or if you have under $30 a 
month for a household of three or 
more), you are entitled to a 
month’s free stamps while 
waiting. 

The food stamps program is 
based on the Department of 
Agriculture’s concept of 
minimum emergency diet. A 
family of four, for example, can 
get $150 a month in food stamps. 
But a family of four with an in- 
come of $220 a month will have 
to pay $59, while a foursome with 
an income of $320 will have. to 
pay $89. The difference between 
what the family pays (the 
purchase price) and the value of

acknowledged a power higher 
than the people, who commands 
not only righteousness but love, 
not only justice but mercy. 

Unlike my last two 
predecessors, I did not enter this 
office facing the terrible 
decisions of a foreign war. But, 
like President Truman and 
President Lincoln before him, I 
found on my desk, where the 
buck stops, the urgent problem 
of how to bind up the nation’s 
wounds. And I aim to do that. 

As a lawyer, I believe our 
American system of justice is 
fundamentally sound. As Presi- 
dent, I will work within it. 

As a former naval reservist I 
believe our system of military 
justice is fundamentally sound. I 
will work within it. 

As a former Congressman who 
championed it, I believe the con- 
cept of an all-volunteer armed 
force is fundamentally sound 
and will work much better than 
peacetime conscription. 

Accordingly, in my first week 
at the White House office, I 
directed the Attorney General of 
the United States and the 
Secretary of Defense to report 
personally to me, before Sept. 1, 
on the status of some 50,000 of 
our countrymen convicted, 
charged, under investigation or 
still sought for violations of the 
Selective Service Act or the 
Uniform Code of Military 
Justice — offenses loosely 
described as desertion and draft 
dodging. 

These two Cabinet members 
are to consult with other Govern- 
ment officials concerned and 
communicate to me their unvar- 
nished views and those of the full 
spectrum of American opinion 
on this controversial question, 
consolidating the known facts 
and legal precedents. 

I will then decide how best to 
deal with the different kinds of 
cases. There are differences. 
Decisions of my Administration 


will make any future penalties fit 
the seriousness of the in- 
dividual’s mistake. 

Only a fraction of such cases 
relate directly to Vietnam, from 
which the last American comba- 
tant was withdrawn over a year 
ago by President Nixon. 

But all, in a sense, are 
casualties; still abroad or absent 
without leave from the real 
America. 

I want them to come home, if 
they want to work their way 
back. 

One of my last official duties 
as Vice President, perhaps the 
hardest, was to present 
posthumously 14 Congeessional 
Medals of Honor to the parents, 
widows and children of fallen 
Vietnam heroes. 

As I studied their records of 
supreme sacrifice, I kept think- 
ing how young they were. 

The few citizens of our country 
who, in my judgment, com- 
mitted the supreme folly of 
shirking their duty at the ex- 
pense of others, were also very 
young. 

All wars are the glory and 
agony of the young. 

In my judgment, these young 
Americans should have a second 
chance to contribute their fair 
share to the rebuilding of peace 
among ourselves and with all 
nations. 

I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency into the scales of 
justice on the side of leniency. I 
foresee their earned reentry into 
a new atmosphere of hope, hard 
work, and mutual trust. 


I will act promptly, fairly and 
firmly, in the same spirit that 
guided Abraham Lincoln and 
Harry Truman. I reject amnesty 
and I reject revenge. 


As men and women whose 
patriotism has been tested and 
proved, I want your help. I ask 
all Americans who ever asked for 
goodness and mercy in their 
lives, who ever sought 
forgiveness for trespasses, to join 
in rehabilitating all the 
casualties of all the tragic con- 


‘flicts that are past.

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For and About Women 
Beyond Ms. — Boston’s Feminist Magazines

The women’s movement needs 


~ Selt-defined media through

____.written by men. Boston already 


has to its credit one feminist 
magazine, Second Wave, which 
has provided such a space for 
more than three years. Now, 
_ with the publication of Volume 
2, Issue 4 of Amazon Quarterly, 
we have two of this country’s 
major feminist publications. 
Both magazines are put out sole- 
ly by women and for a female 
readership, and both are com- 
mitted to the pursuit of what 
Amazon Quarterly’s editors call 
“womanvision.”” But there are 
great philosophical and struc- 
tural differences between the two 
magazines. 

It is impossible for me to write 
about Second Wave with any 
pretense of objectivity. I was on 
its staff for over two years and 
am still closely associated with 
the magazine: it has formed the 
base for my own political ac- 
tivism. Originally established as 
a vehicle for Female Liberation’s 
political philosophy, its history 
is inevitably linked to that of its 
parent organization. When I got 
involved with Second Wave in 
the fall of 1971, the third issue 
was being put ether. The 
magazine had already started to 
drift away from its total iden- 
tification with Female Libera- 
tion. Conflicts were arising 
within the organization between 
members who belonged to the 
Socialist Workers Party and 
those who did not. Most of the 
women on the Second Wave staff 
were not in the SWP. After the 
crisis that hit Female Liberation 
when the SWP women left, Se- 
cond Wave’ took on a more 
autonomous identity. For better 
or worse, its politics, apart from 
a general commitment to 
feminism, have remained 
somewhat amorphous. 

At first, we tried to form a 
strong collective while en- 
couraging new women to join the 
staff. For a long time we saw a 
male hierarchical bias in the 
concept of structure, but in the 
past year or so we've re- 
evaluated the importance of 
organization and have 
attempted to create one that is 
genuinely democratic. There is a 
rotating chair now, and though 
the collective remains open to 
new members during the first 
two months after an issue has 
come out, as soon as production 
work begins it closes until the 
new issue is ready. These steps 
have helped the women on the 
staff work better together, but 
the problems have not been fully 
resolved. 

There are surface similarities 
among the women on the staff 


(most of us are white, under 30, 


and more or less middle class), ~ 


but there are also great 
differences in life style (there are 
lesbian separatists as well as 
happily married women in 
nuclear families), in sexual 
orientation (two members did a 
very informal survey recently 
and discovered that at present 
there are more bisexuals on the 
staff than either lesbians or 
straight women), and in political 
beliefs (some of us came out of 
the left and retain our overall 
radical perspectives, others see 
themselves as liberals). We are 
attempting now to define both 
our common political ground 
and our vision of the magazine. 

The eclectic (and often 
chaotic) character of the staff 
has helped create a lively and 
highly diverse magazine, that 
retains a cohesiveness its staff 
seems to lack. In part because of 
our personal and political 
heterogeneity, we have few 
limitations regarding subject 
matter. The magazine contains 
poetry, graphics, and at least one 
piece of fiction in each issue, and 
we have spent more time and 
energy in the past two years giv- 
ing such work its own space and 
respect (originally, graphics and 
poetry tended to be regarded as 
filler). Still, the primary 
emphasis is on articles. These 
may be reports on specific 
political actions (the child-care 
referendum in 1971, the Harvard 


- Square waitresses’ strike in 


1972), first-person accounts of 
women’s experiences (a Harvard 
professor’s wife, an exotic 
dancer), or analytical or 
speculative pieces (an excerpt 
from Mary Daly’s Beyond God 
the Father, a feminist view of the 
current research into plant sen- 
sitivity). The opinions exp 
differ and occasionally clash 
with each other: one issue con- 
tained both an article by a 
transsexual discussing her/his 
involvement in the women’s 
movement and a piece by Robin 
Morgan castigating the presence 
of transsexuals in the movement. 
In a sense Second Wave is bas- 
ed on ideological conflict — the 
stress of commitment to an anti- 
capitalist movement while still 
recognizing the oppression of the 
capitalist’s wife; the problem of 
forging wholly female defintions 
while being sensitive to the need 
of many women to become deep- 
ly involved with men; the 
paradox of breaking through the 
mystiques of womanhood while 
cherishing the mystical in 
women. And so we have had ar- 
ticles compassionately discuss- 
ing the women involved in the 
Watergate scandal; pursuing the 
possibilities of birth control 
through astrology; reporting un- 
ion struggles of women working 
with men. And we have refused 
to define Second Wave within

any feminist party context. 
Although we have become more 
professional over the years, we 
have become neither chic nor 
complacent. 

Although the first issue of Se- 
cond Wave included a poem by a 
man and we have on rare oc- 
casions used photos by men to 
accompany specific articles, we 
are committed to using work 
solely by women. This may be 
the only area of absolute agree- 


ment we have reached so far. 
There has seldom been an issue 
in which there has not been 
something to which at least one 
of us did not passionately object. 
When I interviewed the staff for 
this article, we began talking 
about the relation of feminists to 
men. If a well-written article 
about ways to develop less op- 
pressive relationships with men 
was submitted to Second Wave, 
would we consider using it? An

immediate chorus’. of 
enthusiastic ‘“‘yeses’’ collided 
with an equally intense chorus of 
This matter of defining our 
political parameters has been 
one of the two major struggles in 
Second Wave’s recent history. 
Do we want this kind of defin- 
tion? Yes, says Cyndi Baron: 
“We could still be flexible but at 
least we'd find out where we all 
agree. I’ve been on Second Wave 
for nearly a year and I still don’t 
really know about other people’s 
politics.”’ No, says Jacqui 
Parker: “It’s our lack of political 
line, our receptiveness to any 
woman’s experience, that makes 
Second Wave so good.’ There 
still seems to be a lot of confu- 
sion within the staff as to what 
“defining our politics” would en- 
tail. Ellie Mitchell sighs, 
“Whatever it is, it’s going to be 
an awfully long process.” 

The other big issue is money. 
Everyone agrees that the 
magazine should become finan- 
cially stable so that it could sup- 
port one or two full-time 
workers. Says Rachel Faith, who 
has left Second Wave to work on 
an upcoming feminist 
newspaper: ‘‘Our original 
resistance to making Second 
Wave into a business came out of 
our objection to capitalism. But 
we’ve gotten ourselves tied into a 
system of self-perpetuating 
volunteerism.” For Fran Taylor, 
the failure to turn Second Wave 
into a business stems largely 
from the fact that “we don’t 
know how to start a business. 
And with the turnover in staff, 
we never have the continuity we 
need to even start to figure out 
where to begin.’’ Nearly 
everyone agrees that we should 
be able to pay someone on the 
staff — hopefully, we'll find a 
way to improve our financial 
situation. 

And finally, there is the 
problem of expanding our cir- 
culation — a problem that would 
be solved if Second Wave could 
function as a business. Mary 
Rice concludes: ““Second Wave is 
amazingly good and important 
to women, but all the positive 
response that we’ve gotten has 
obscured the fact that thousands 
and thousands of women haven’t 
heard of Second Wave — women 
who could benefit from it and 
add to it.” 

* 

Until recently, Amazon 
Quarterly was published in 
Oakland, California, but early 
this year its editors, Gina and 
Laurel (as part of their rejections 
of patriarchy they do not use last 
names), moved to Boston “in 
search of the spirit of Margaret 
Fuller,”” and their magazine 
moved with them. 

Reading Amazon Quarterly is 
an exhilarating experience for 
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any feminist, but for a straight 
feminist the job is mixed with 
ambivalence. It’s a lesbian 
magazine that operates under 
the half-articulated assumption 
that all women are really gay 
even if they don’t know it. The 
result is an occasional lapse into 
nasty straight-baiting rhetoric, 
as in the most recent issue when 
Laurel writes that ‘‘it is 
heterosexual women now who 
must most often beg acceptance 
for their particularly odious con- 
tradiction of sleeping with men.” 
Since I don’t view myself as 
‘‘particularly odious,’’ I 
questioned Laurel about this at- 
titude. She said that she had 
overstated her feeling but that 
“there is a certain amount of 
overstatement necessary to 
counteract 16 years of what was 
really a lesbian movement of 
acceptability.” Asked if they 
believed that straight feminists 
aren’t genuine feminists, both 
Gina and Laurel answered that 
they simply don’t know many 
women who see themselves as 
heterosexual, and that although 
they know many women who are 
married or have boyfriends, I 
was the first woman they had 
met who identifies hserself as 
straight. In fact, through our 
whole interview, and during a 
poo conversation we had, 

urel and I perplexed each 
other. That a woman could 
strongly identify herself as both 
a feminist and a heterosexual 
seemed to baffle Laurel and 
Gina. That feminists who are 
deeply committed to the open- 
ended investigation of women’s 
alternatives cannot perceive the 
possibility of authentic 
relationships with men baffled 
me. 

Gina and Laurel’s genuine 
commitment to feminist ex- 
ploration permeates their 
magazine. And although I am 
angered and hurt by parts of 
Amazon Quarterly, I can’t 
possibly dismiss it. If it negates 
part of my reality, it affirms and 
expands another and more im- 
portant part. Amazon 
Quarterly’s purpose is to liberate 
women from the male-defined 
world that confines us. 

For me, the most exciting part 
of Amazon Quarterly is its ar- 
ticles. Ironically, one of the best 
feminist arguments against 


‘man-hating that I’ve ever read 


appeared in AQ — Jane Rule’s 
“Like A Woman,” in which, as a 
lesbian, she talks of the love she 
has for some men and the need 
for feminists to accept the 
humanity of males. I asked Gina 
and Laurel why they had includ- 
ed a piece with which they clear- 
ly did not agree. Their answer 
could well be Amazon 
Quarterly’s statement of intent: 
“We need,” said Laurel, “to 
keep taking steps back and look- 
ing to see how we can loosen the 
cataegories before we get per- 
manently cemented into shape, 
into a set of ideas.” 

Other articles have included 
tentative and at times brilliant 
explorations of the feminist 
culture by both editors, and a 


long piece by Laurel on scientific

methods of reproduction. The 
piece is called ‘‘Radical 
Reproduction: Women without 
Men,” and, not surprisingly, its 
focus is on creating an all- 
woman species. (In our conversa- 
tion, she called it “speeding up 
the evolutionary process,” and 
even conceded that the single- 
sexed being she wants to 
“evolve” would have some minor 
male traits, such as larger 
muscles. But she definitely sees 
male oppression as rooted in 
male biology, and both she and 
Gina believe in the biologically- 
based moral inferiority of men.) 
While I’m not wholly in sym- 
pathy with their ultimate goal, I 
do share the immediate fear 
Laurel expresses in the article — 
that genetic research is con- 
trolled by men who are rapidly 
gaining the power to create a 
race of supermen. The article is 
fascinating, if horrifying, and 
one hopes it will be followed up 
by future reports and analyses. 
Like many of Amazon 
Quarterly’s articles, it is uneven, 
almost primitive — because the 
development of women’s culture 
is at a primitive stage. AQ’s 
awkwardness is that of a true 
pioneer. 

The magazine’s structure 
reflects Laurel and Gina’s faith 
in an organic connection 
between women. Unlike Second 
Wave and many of the other 
women’s magazines, Amazon 
Quarterly is not striving to bring 
women into a collective. It grew 
out of Laurel and Gina’s 
relationship and, except for an 
independent poetry editor, 
Audre Lord, they are its sole 
editors. Amazon Quarterly is an 


integral part of Gina and 
Laurel’s life together. Their 
apartment is the magazine’s “‘of- 
fice” — editorial decisions are 
made “at the breakfast table, in 
bed, all the time.” They do all 
the production work except for 
the final printing. Although they 
acknowledge the possibility of 
other women assisting them, 
they do not seek such involve- 
ment. “It would have to grow 
organically,” says Gina, “out of 
close friendship and affinity.” 
Before Amazon Quarterly, 
Laurel worked with a large group 
of women on It Ain’t Me Babe, a 
California-based feminist 
newspaper, and that experience 


made her feel that the collective 
process was unworkable. 


When I asked Gina and Laurel 
if they ever have major dis- 
agreements over a piece of work, 
they had to think a minute; then 
Gina replied, “Well, sometimes 
I'm more enthusiastic about a 
graphic we’re using than Laurel 
is ....’’ Undoubtedly their 
editorial affinity contributes to 
the anti-heterosexual insularity 
of their vision, but it also enables 
them to pursue and expand that 
vision unhampered by the hurt 
feelings, misunderstandings, and 
murky ideology that haunt a 
magazine like Second Wave. 


AQ’s format combines 
women’s art, poetry, fiction and 
research. Gina and Laurel see all 
aspects of women’s creative work 
as equally political and impor- 
tant to the struggle for self- 
definition. Unlike magazines 
such as Second Wave, they do 
not focus primarily on articles. 
Their format makes room for a 
large section of poetry and 
artwork, one or two stories, 
several short book reviews, as 
well as one long analytical piece. 
Beginning with the large double 
issue combining Volume 1 no. 4 
and Volume 2 no. 1 that came 
out last fall, they have also in- 
cluded in each issue at least one 
interview of the 52 they taped on 
a three-month, 12,000-mile tour 
of the U.S. and Canada. All the 
interviewees are women who see 
themselves as lesbians or as on 
their way to lesbianism, and all 
are deeply moving. Some of the 
women came out in the suppor- 
tive contexts of the women’s or 
gay movements; others are from 
small towns and have faced 
isolation and the loss of jobs, 
children, and even welfare 
payments. By living in a large 
city with at least a veneer of 
“tolerance,” it is easy to forget or 
ignore the threatening problems 
that lesbians face, and some of 
these interviews are disturbing 
reminders of the courage these 
women need simply to exist. 


AQ’s fiction usually concerns 
lesbian relationships, but it 


doesn’t project a pretty vision of 
a lesbian never-never-land. 
Some of the stories are bitter, 
some even cynical; many, like 
the excerpt from Rita Mae 
Brown’s novel Rubyfruit Jungle, 
are wonderfully comic. The 
poetry is sometimes erotic. Like 
Second Wave they publish work 
by such well-known poets as 
Adrienne Rich, Robin Morgan, 
and Judy Grahn, as well as 
lesser-known feminist poets. 
AQ’s only thematic restriction 
seems to be on positive images of 
heterosexual eroticism — a 
restriction shared by most 
feminist magazines. 


As an outgrowth of their work 
on Amazon Quarterly, Gina and 
Laurel began and are still in- 
volved with “Connections,” a 
newsletter through which women 
can contact other women who 
have similar needs.

the food stamps it receives 
(coupon allotment) is known as 
“bonus value.” So the $220-a- 
month income family enjoys a 
bonus value of $91, and the $320- 
a-month family gets $61 in food 
purchasing assistance. 
Although food stamps cost 
money — more money than some 
families can really afford — they 
do have the benefit of allowing 


groceries. Stamps also eliminate 
the problem with which the free 
surplus food program confronted 
the elderly — lugging home a 
month’s supply of powdered 
milk, peanut butter, cheese and 
other staples. Non-food items 
such as beer, soap, and paper 
towels are not included under 
the food stamp program.

but that figure soon jumped up- 
ward to at least $1 million. And 
the first bare outline of the story 
began to be embellished with 
detail: checks sent to dead men, 
checks mailed to barrooms, a 
reported $36,000 in kickbacks to 
one state official and a reported 
$240,000 in kickbacks to a city 
official. 

By August 14, with the revela- 
tion that some records had been 
discovered missing at both the 
city and state veterans’ services 
offices, a major new element in 
the story had solidly emerged. 
Said one prober: “There had to 
be collusion between the city and 
the state.” 

Just two days later there were 
signs of still another escalation. 
State Asst. Atty Gen. John Irwin 
told reporters, “It appears now 


there is a good possibility the 
same racket exists in other parts 
of the state.” 

There were other aspects of 
the probe that lent themselves to 
media coverage: the stationing of 
a police guard at both the state 
and city veterans’ offices, the 
reported threats made against 
witnesses scheduled to appear 
before the grand jury, resulting 
in their protection by police, and 
finally, the suggestion that 
organized crime was heavily in- 
volved in the scheme. 

On August 14 the Herald 
reported that “sources close to 
the investigation conceded 
organized crime elements may 
have figured in the racket .. .” 

But the possibility of organiz- 
ed crime involvement remained 
in the background until last 
week, when it was reported that 
several witnesses were getting 
police protection. “Some of 
them,” an unidentified prober 
told the Herald, “are in danger 


from the underworld.” 

That word was quickly follow- 
ed by a much-publicized 
appearance by “major figures in 


“whether patterns like this exist 
outside Suffolk County.”’ 
Quinn’s people tell a slightly 
different story. While admitting 


the Greater Boston underworld” ‘that the probe “is essentially 


at the grand jury proceedings. 

But even with that, the extent 
of organized crime involvement 
in the racket remains an un- 
answered question. It is still un- 
clear whether ‘‘underworld 
figures” orchestrated the scheme 
or simply cut themselves in on a 
good thing. 

At this point there appears to 
be another unanswered question: 
how many other Massachusetts 
cities will become embroiled in' 
similar scandals. After several 
days of highly visible conferences 
and discussions with D.A. 
Byrne, state Atty. Gen. Robert 
Quinn announced he would send 
some of his investigators into the 
fray as of last week. 

According to sources close to 
D.A. Byrne, the ‘main concern” 


Byrne’s at the moment,” Quinn 
spokesman Michael Harrington 
said last week that the investiga- 
tion is a ‘joint probe” — even in 
Suffolk County. 

Quinn is of course running for 
governor and a little exposure 
won't hurt. 

If Quinn wants in, though, 
another major politician wants 
nothing to do with the scandal. 
Boston Mayor Kevin White an- 
nounced shortly after he got 
word of the probe that he would 
“leave no stone unturned in un- 
covering all the facts in this 
case’”’ and would immediately 
suspend any city employee who 
“is charged with any 
wrongdoing.” 

After White’s no-corruption- 
in-my-administration stance, his 


of Quinn’s investigators will be publicity apparatus went to 


work. The August 13 Herald 
story contains a sample: “The 
spokesman (for White) called 
the suspected fraud a ‘very 
clandestine’ operation which 
allegedly began before Mayor 
White became mayor.” 

The August 18 Globe had 
another angle; “The Boston 
Veterans’ Services Dept ...”’ it 
reported, “has nearly always 
been high on the ‘most un- 
wanted’ list of Mayor Kevin 
White’s administration.” 

For six straight years, the 
story went on, White and his 
friends in the legislature had 
been filing bills which would 
have the state take over the 
department. 

But even sources close to the 
Mayor termed the Globe story 
“misleading.” 

“Kevin never expected to get 
it taken over by the state,” said 
one. “We must file 30 or 40 
things like that every year, and 
that was never a top item.”

Here is the final tally on the recent 
Channel 2 “press conference” with Gov. 
Francis Sargent and the results indicate 
that the TV Reporters, though out- 
numbered, continue to dominate the 
Print Reporters in the all-important bat- 
tle to see who gets to ask the most 
questions. 

A total of 68 questions — better than 
one a minute — were asked during the 
hour and, in first place, it’s the perennial 
leader, WBZ’s Jack Cole, with 12 
questions. - 

In second place, WCVB’s Bill 
Harrington with eight questions, but the 
game was closer than the final score in- 
dicates. Jack and Bill, in fact, were run- 
ning neck and neck for the early lead until 
Sargent remarked, in an embarrassing 
aside, that Harrington had been skiing 
with him and had visited his vacation cot- 
tage. Harrington then crawled under his 
chair and was not heard from again. 

Finishing third, WGBH’s Greg 

scored with six big questions, 
but may have had an unfair advantage 
since the format allowed him the first two 
automatically. Rounding out the top four 
was WNAC’s Ted O’Brien with five 
questions. 

Incredibly, the 11 Print Reporters and 
two radio guys present asked a combined 
total of only 35 questions (representing a 
pretty mediocre average of less than three 
apiece). The only member of the TV team 
who failed to hold up his end of things was 
WGBH’s Paul DeGive who got in only 
two. Bringing up the rear, the Herald 
American’s Bob Creamer went hitless, 
and the Globe’s: Rachelle Patterson, 
after failing to get in a single question in. 
the first 15 minutes,-provided the only 
real drama of the hour by getting up and 
stomping out of the studio. This 
highlight, unfortunately, occurred off

Name Dropper Of The Week: The cam-

Boxing Commissioner Tom McNeeley 
was notified a week ago that Gov. Francis 
Sargent is initiating removal proceedings 
against him. 

McNeeley was asked to resign his $4300 
a year state job July 24 after a state police 
investigation revealed he had been 
arrested in Detroit trying to pay a dinner 
bill with a stolen credit card. He has not 
responded, saying he’s consulting with his 
lawyer, and the governor, presumably, 
decided McNeeley was stalling. 

State statutes provide that a boxing 
commissioner can be removed “‘for cause” 
following a hearing that would probably 
be conducted by Public Safety Comr. 
Richard McLaughlin. But then the deci- 
sion of whether to remove McNeeley, 
whose term expires in November, 1975, is 
solely Sargent’s to make. 

The hearing has been set for September 
16 and it’s not clear, as yet, if it will be 
public. McNeeley, of course, could avoid 
it by resigning before then, but so far not a 
word. I won’t say that Tom has been lay- 
ing low, but at a recent pro boxing show in 
New Bedford he did not sit at ringside and 
was not introduced, as has been the 
custom. He stood, instead, at the rear of 
the hall. 


A Tufts University graduate student 
has written a term paper on crime 
coverage in the Boston dailies, and its fin- 
dings upset some commonly held and oft 
repeated notions. 

The impression that the Herald 
American concentrates more heavily on 
crime news, for example, is said to be 
false. A study of one month’s morning 
editions (last August) indicates, accor- 
ding to the report, that the Globe devoted 
more total news space to local crime 
stories, though the Herald tended to play 
up the more violent assaults and 
homicides. 

And, though it has a professed policy 
against it, the Globe also mentioned race, 
including the race of the suspects and 
defendants, more frequently than the 
Herald in its crime coverage. 

But when the Globe discusses race, ac- 
cording to the report, it’s done in “calmer 
language.” And in reporting the more 
violent crimes, the Herald “was distinc- 
tive, not for its mention of race, but for its 
attention to brutality and gory detail.” 
The paper was written for the Tufts 
Sociology Dept. 

* 

The new general manager at radio sta- 
tion WEEI is Eugene Lothery, former 
director of sales for WCBS-TV in New 
York. For those who keep track of such 
things, he’s the first black general 
manager of a network-owned radio station 
in the country. Former G.M. William 
Grimes was promoted to Vice President 
of all CBS-owned radio stations and will 
be based in New York.

A report issued by Cong. Michael 
Harrington last month deserved much 
more than the fleeting attention it got 
from the local press. Harrington reported 
that serious errors in a Federal study on 
handgun abuse grossly exaggerate the use 
of the cheap, small foreign handgun, the 
so-called “‘Saturday Night Special,” by 
criminals. 

Such a statistical distortion, of course, 
plays right into the hands of the makers of 
domestic handguns, who have been lob- 
bying through the National Rifle Associa- 
tion for laws that would ban Saturday 
Night Specials and, quite coincidentally, 
cut out their lower priced competition. 

The Globe, however, did not report 
Harrington’s findings, even though the 
paper has been crusading for gun control. 


The explanation given Harrington’s 
secretary when she called was “our gun 
writer is on vacation.” The story did final- 
ly appear in the paper that wants us to 
know everything, though — in Jack 
Anderson’s August 16 column. 


Whatever happened to Chuch Scar- 
borough, former Channel 7 anchorman? 
inquires a reader. 
Funny you should 
ask, because 
Chuck’s star has 
risen dramatically 
since he left Boston 
last spring to be a 
co-anchorman at 
WNBC in New. 
York City. When 
veteran newsman 
Jim Hartz was 
suddenly named a 
co-host the NBC 
Today program, 
Scarborough was 
left alone as the in- 
terim ‘‘star’’ of 
WNBC’s two-hour daily news program. 

In the Aug. 19 New York, media Critic 
Edwin Diamond reports that Scarbo- 
rough now makes around $85,000 a year, 
roughly $25,000 more than he was pulling 
down in Boston, and he quotes Scarbo- 
rough’s awe at being assigned five men to 
cover a routine interview story at West 
Point. “We had a film crew of four,” he 
says, “and a field producer. In Boston, I 
would go out with one cameraman. Tele- 
vision in New York and television in the 
rest of the country are just too different 
industries.”

the revelations have spawned a 
young, aggressive Democratic 
challenger to the incumbent 
Secretary of State, who was in- 
itially appointed to the job to fill 
@ vacancy seven years ago 

has pretty much been re-elected 
by default ever since. 

But how does a guy with 
limited funds and visibility like 
Newton Rep. Paul Guzzi take on 
a “phantom?” 

“It’s the most frustrating 
thing,” says an obviously tired 
and slightly disheartened Guzzi 
as he leans against a cluttered 
desk in his campaign head- 
quarters, located above an emp- 
ty donut shop in West Newton. 
“The whole burden of the cam- 
paign has been on me because 
Davoren hasn’t done anything 
.... I have to first explain the 
office and then Davoren’s perfor- 
mance in the office before I can 
even begin to talk about myself. 
People say the campaign is too 
— but what else can you 

Guzzi makes proposals for 
strengthening the watchdog role 
of the office over elections, like 
his call for an independent 
public attorney to investigate 
and prosecute election law 
violations. He was also a major 
architect of the campaign reform 
measures passed last year and 
the public finance bill that failed 
this year. 

Beyond that, it is a heavily 
negative campaign. Davoren, 
says Guzzi, constantly misses 
statutory deadlines for 
publishing documents over 
which his office has responsibili- 
ty. He got out the last census 
report a full year late, And, 
borrowing from the Globe series, 
Guzzi hammers away at 
Davoren’s record of absenteeism. 
“The biggest problem now,” says 
his campaign literature, “is that 
three or four days a week nobody 
is Secretary of State.” 

There hasn’t been one single 
prosecution for election fraud 
since Davoren has been the chief 
elections officer of the state, 
Guzzi notes. Davoren has refus- 
ed to make net worth and income 
statements. He has refused to 
debate his opponent. And, Guzzi 
claims, the one major piece of 
legislation filed by Davoren last 
year (a campaign disclosure bill, 
ironically) was a copy of legisla- 
tion already before Guzzi’s elec- 


tion laws committee. 

“Very simply,” his leaflet con- 
cludes, “Jack Davoren seems to 
regard politics as a kind of 
charmed life: $500 a week, a 
chauffeur-driven limousine, and 
a free ticket to re-election.” 

Is Davoren upset about these 
charges? Possibly. But it’s hard 
to know for sure because he 
doesn’t grant interviews to the 
press, he doesn’t seem to be 
making any campaign 
appearances, and he rarely holds 
press conferences. In fact, is 
anyone sure there really is a Jack 
Davoren? 

“It’s a low profile campaign,” 
explained Davoren’s ad- 
ministrative assistant, Bill 
Lewis, who speaks for his boss 
when reporters drop by, 
“because it’s a low profile office. 
We're not making headlines in 
here.” 

Lewis insists that Davoren 
works hard at the job and that 
he’s rarely at the State House 
because his job requires him to 
travel around the state and meet 
with local city and town clerks. 
“He’s specifically directed by 
statute,” Lewis said, “to inspect 
the records in each of the 351 
cities and towns annually. Of 
course he can’t get around to all 
of them, but he makes an honest 
attempt. He doesn’t sit in his of- 
fice and twiddle his thumbs.” 

The Globe series indicated 
that a good deal of Davoren’s 
time is spent in his hometown of 
Milford, hobnobbing with local 
politicos at Dicky’s Restaurant 
or at his home. 

But when you mention the 
Globe, Bill Lewis, perhaps un- 
derstandably, sees red. “I was 
associated with the Boston 
Globe for 29 years,” says the 
white-haired former veteran of 
the State House press corps, 
“and not a day goes by that I 
don’t pick up that paper and 
find gross errors of fact in print.” 
Lewis was fired from the Globe 
after allegedly lobbying against 
no-fault insurance in the 
legislature he was supposed to be 
covering — and now that the 
same newspaper seems to be 
crusading against his current 
boss, well, he’s bound to be a lit- 
tle sensitive. 

“Being secretary of the Com- 
monwealth is Jack Davoren’s 
only job, his only source of in- 
come,” says Lewis. ‘He works at 
it seven days a week. He puts in 
a full day and he even has an of- 
fice at home where he works late 
into the night. I know because 


there is a pile of paper on my 
desk the first thing every mor- 


When the office does prove less 
than efficient, of course, there’s 
always someone else to blame. 
The census was late because the 
local officials didn’t get the 
figures to Davoren on time. 
When Davoren fails to meet 
other deadlines, it’s because the 
legislature doesn’t give him the 
proper funds or enforcement 
power to meet his statutory 
responsibilities. 

“Guzzi is new at it,” Lewis 
said, “and he doesn’t understand 
the workings of the office. But 
Jack Quinlan has been in the 
legislature for ten years and 
ought to know better.” 

Jack Quinlan, the mod, flam- 
boyant state senator from 
Norwood, is the GOP choice to 
take on Davoren or Guzzi in the 
November final. And Bill Lewis 
feels that Guzzi is only helping 
the cause of the other party by 
hammering away at Jack 
Davoren. “Democrats shouldn’t 
be tearing down other 


' Democrats,” Lewis said. “So 


many of these charges, including 
the so-called absenteeism, are 
just untrue. That’s why Jack 
Davoren won’t respond. He has 
never resorted to name-calling or 
nasty tactics.” 


Guzzi recognized that he may 
be inadvertantly helping the 
Quinlan cause, and it bothers 
him. Mostly, he’s disturbed that 
Quinlan has crusaded for an in- 
itiative petition on election 
reform that will appear on the 
November ballot. 

He charges that Quinlan push- 
ed the measure only to promote 
himself and that, if passed, it 
would undo all the campaign 
reform efforts that resulted in 
passage of a comprehensive bill 
last session. ‘“‘Quinlan’s a 
member of the election com- 
mittee,” Guzzi said, “but the 
only time he ever came to a hear- 
ing was when he knew there 
would be TV cameras there.” 

Quinlan, a self-styled 
legislative ‘‘outsider,” is the kind 
of guy who starts using four- 
letter words as soon as he realizes 
he’s talking to a Phoenix 
reporter. “I have to bring 
pressure on the legislature from 
the outside because I’m not a 
member of the club,” he said. “I 
never made a fucking deal with 
Mossie Donahue or Kevin 
Harrington [the two latest 
Senate presidents] and I have 
the shittiest office in the State 
House as a result.” 

Quinlan was also the only 
office-seeker to hire a bagpipe 
player for the GOP convention, 


which tells you something. “My 
activism is sometimes equated 
with flamboyance,” he conced- 
ed, “and so be it, but it brings 
about results.” 

The basic difference between 
Quinlan’s initiative petition 
proposal and the new law is the 
make-up of the enforcing body. 
The new law creates a Campaign 
Finance Director who is in- 
sulated from political in- 
terference, whereas Quinlan’s 
plan creates an unpaid five- 
member commission appointed 
by the governor. Guzzi and 
others say such a board would be 
ineffective. Quinlan says that 
“we need accountability, not in- 
sulation.” 

But all of this discussion may 
really be pointless. The Quinlan 
petition will probably be ap- 
proved because it will be worded 
to sound like a good thing. And 
the efforts of Guzzi will probably 
make little headway with the 
electorate, since no one un- 
derstands or cares too much 
about the role of the Secretary of 
State. Is Guzzi, then, coming 
around to the line of thinking 
that the office, as an elected 
position, should be abolished? 

“T’ve come around to thinking 
that the office has already been 
abolished by Davoren,” Guzzi 
replied.

wealth; Murchison and Richard- 
son were attempting to buy every 
racetrack in the country and sent 
Hoover chili beans by special 
messenger when he couldn’t at- 
tend big barbecues.

Fuel for Food 


An Argentinian scientist says 
he has used fuel-oil to come up 
with a possible solution to the 
human food crisis. 

Professor Fuad Neme says 
that, after two years of research, 
he has developed a highly- 


nutritious food substance that 
can be easily and cheaply 
manufactured out of fuel-oil 
residues combined with bacteria. 


The professor reports that the 
final product is a mass-produced 
synthetic protein in the form of a 
whitish powder with no taste. He 
calculates that a single pound of 
this manufactured powder con- 
tains as much protein as five 
pounds of fresh-cut beef. 

Dr. Neme says that less than 
three percent of the oil produced 
at a single Argentinian refinery 
would be enough to produce 30,- 
000 tons of synthetic food each 
year. 

The professor adds that his 
“petrol” food has advantages 
over traditional beef because it 
can be produced 10,000 times 
faster than meat; and it does not 
rot or spoil. 


Wounded Knee 


Wounded Knee defendant 
Dennis Banks took one day off 
from his trial recently to tem- 
porarily settle an armed dispute 
between Indian residents and 
Canadian city officials. 


Banks travelled to the settle- 
ment of Kenora in Ontario where 
he convinced a number 6f 
protesting Indians and Kenora 
town officials to negotiate with. 
each other. 

A group of armed Ojibway 
tribe members had been oc- 
cupying a 14-acre park near 
Kenora for the past month — 
holding local police at bay with 
an array of firebombs and rifles. 

The showdown was threaten- 
ing to turn into a shooting war 
until Banks was granted permis- 
sion by his trial judge to mediate 
the affair. 

After talking with both sides, 
Banks convinced the protesters 
to lay down their arms in return 
for public pledges from city of- 
ficials to open talks on the issues 
affecting the Indians of the 
Kenora area. 

The demonstration had been 
called to protest the fact that 
city officials may have illegally 
acquired the park land from the 
Ojibway. It was also organized to 
dramatize the economic plight of 
Indians in the area — where an 
estimated 90 percent are un- 
employed.

Stars Rising and Falling at Longwood

The room at the top of the ten- 
nis world has traditionally been 
filled with more transients than 
any Greyhound terminal you can 
think of; the sport’s pop stars, 
with their volatile 
temperaments, fragile egos and 
elusive games, come and go 
quicker than you can say Jaime 
Pinto-Bravo. Greatness in the 
sport, with the exception of your 
Lavers and Rosewalls, seems to 
be as permanent as a South 
American government. Players 
fight, bite, pitch and scratch 
their way to the tip-top of the 
heap, teeter there for a few ex- 
hilarating moments, then top- 
ple ingloriously back to the mid- 
dle of the pack.

He has long 
hair and longer strokes, wears as 
he plays about a dozen pairs of 
beads around his neck in addi- 
tion to his POW and MIA 
bracelets, plays the recorder, 
likes to jog before dawn and eat 
cheeseburgers before matches, 
and lists among his hobbies Zen, 
girls and winning tennis tour- 
naments.

At home back in Mar 
del Plata, Argentina, the 
townsfolk would say that he is 
mucho caliente.

Commercial Union Masters in 
December and was almost un- 
iversally acclaimed as the 
planet’s top player. Now, it is 
almost universally agreed that 
he is not. “The game no longer is 
fun for me,”’ he says. [lie Nastase 
has begun to suspect that it all 
might be behind him. 

“When you want to climb a 
mountain,”’ says Guillermo 
Vilas, “if you are keeping looking 
at the top, you are always to be 
falling. When I am on the court 
these days, I am not thinking of 
the future. When I start thinking 
of the money instead of the ten- 
nis, I stop then. Right now I am 
playing what I like to play, and 
they are paying me for it.” 

They are currently paying him 
very well for it. Since 
the Dutch in July, he has 
gathered more than $60,000 in 
prize money. His other victories 
were over Manuel Orantes in 


Switzerland, Jaime Fillol in™ 


Louisville and Orantes again in 
the Canadian Open. In that 
span, he has lost only to Harold 
Solomon in the finals of the 
Washington Star-News and to 
Orantes in the quarterfinals of 
the National Clay Courts at In- 
dianapolis. As far as his fellow 
summer-circuitees are concern- 
ed, there ain’t been no cure for 
Vilas’s brand of summertime 
blues.

Though some players question 
his ability ever to be a great grass 
court player (“His strokes are too 
long,’’ said one), Vilas is a 
marvel on clay. He is as quick as 
Nastase, hits the ball as hard as 
Bjorn Borg from the baseline. He 


uses a big, spinning left-handed: 


serve to open up the court, then 
with intermittent power and 
touch simply moves his oppo- 
nent from the sideline. He ap- 
proaches the net infrequently, 
choosing instead to set a point 
up so he can slam his vicious, 
topspinning shots for winners. 
On defense, he at times looks un- 
passable, running down shots far 
from the court and going right 
back down the lines with them. 
He is a model of cordiality on the 
court, becoming perturbed only 
at noise and movement in the 


stands. 

“Normally, when the player 
makes the fuss on the court,” he 
smiles, “it is only to distract the 
other guy.” 

Distraction was always 
Nastase’s game, but it is now Ilie

mits that he has lost his con- 
fidence and, further, that he now 
realizes what an enormous task 
it will be to get it back. This has 
been a terrible year for the man 
who, when he has everything in 
working order, is still the 
greatest tennis player extant. 
“T will have to work so hard to 
et the confidence back,”’’ 
astase says. “First, I have to 
start to win.

like a couple of rackets, his game 
is still the best show in tennis. 
The other day against Taylor, 
free for an hour from all his 
worries, he was the Nastase of a 
year ago; he dropped, topspin 
lobbed continuously, casually 
ran down the best shots that 
Taylor could give him. It looked 
for a time as though it might be 
time to recapture the glory, to 
climb out the pack.

The seeds came out last 
week, and Ilie Nastase, the 
champion there two years ago, 
was seeded no. 7.

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Modern Plumbing, Renaissance Dancing

Castle Hill stands in silent tribute to 


that not-so-distant halcyon time when it 
was possible to make the grand gesture. 
It is an estate of some 1500 acres, in- 
cluding a beach and of course a castle 
(albeit an American version of a British 
one) and it tops a hill three miles east of 
Ipswich overlooking Ipswich Bay and 
Plum Island Sound. 

This local bit of Newport cum San Si- 
meon was built by a fortune ac- 
cumulated as unglamorously as the cas- 
tle is glamorous: Richard T. Crane of the 
Crane Company, founded in 1855, held a 
patent to a particular kind of valve 
eventually needed by every battleship in 
the world. And in 1925 the company 
made a fortunate jump into the world of 
plumbing, just as America was discover- 
ing the joys of modern toilets. 

The site at Ipswich was procured in 
1910 by Richard T. Crane, Jr., who 
ordered built thereon a 20-room Italian 
mansion. On the day in 1917 when his 
wife first walked into the house she 
declared she didn’t like it, but he struck 
a deal with her: if she would stay in the 
house for ten years, he’d tear it down 
and build her another if she hadn’t 
changed her mind. Ten years later, to 
the day, the house was torn down. 

What replaced it still stands, a 40- 
room Georgian mansion called the 
“Great House.”’ The rooms include three 
imported from the English home of 
William Hogarth, and a ballroom, a 
library and, naturally, some splendid 
bathrooms. Guarding the front of the 
house are two griffins, a gift from 3600 
Crane employees. 

On the grounds, a great swath of grass 
lined with spruce and statuary stretches 
toward the ocean; it was landscaped by 
the architects of Central Park and the 
Fenway — a friend of mine irreverently 
calls it “a fairway to the sea.” The 
wanderer can also find a swimming pool 
area (now filled in) bounded by a casino 
and bachelor’s quarters, a sunken 
Italian garden, and a door from the 
Bastille (given by the French govern- 
ment in gratitude for the battleship 
valves). 

Crane opened his beach to the public 
before he died in 1931. After his wife’s 
death in 1945, the house and grounds 
passed without endowment to the 
trustees, for public enjoyment and es- 
pecially for the furthering of art and 
music. By getting in touch with the Cas- 
tle Hill Foundation, one can rent the 
mansion or a portion thereof, or part of 
the grounds including other houses and 
a barn. 

During the summer at Castle Hill, 
there is a small and little publicized

classical music festival, under the direc-- 


tion of Thomas Kelly, from Wellesley, a 
lanky young man with a Southern 
drawl. The annual series consists of five 
concerts; the final one this year was held 
out of doors, on the “fairway.” The 
balustrades and arches formed the 
backdrop, illuminated by both conven- 
tional stage lighting and torches. 

This year, for the third concert, Kelly 
enlisted the aid of Julia Sutton, chair- 
man of the music literature department 
at NEC, and the two concocted a week- 
long venture called the Castle Hill

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Renaissance Dance Festival, devoted to 
the recreation of 16th-century court 


‘dance. Encouraged by Maddie Burke, 


the energetic Ipswich resident whose 
task it was to house all the out-of-town 
students in one of the buildings on the 
grounds, I dropped in one day to have a 
look at the very mixed group who put 
aside the 20th century for the week of 
lectures and dancing. The 67 students 
included, in addition to some Ipswich 
ladies, high school students from New 
York, a psychology professor from 
Philadelphia, a rabbi’s wife from 
Providence, a particularly articulate 
and charming professor of political 
history from Manhattan, Kansas, who 
summers on Plum Island, and a ballet 
student who had escaped from New 
York and seemed to think himself 
squarely in the middle of nowhere. 

Although ballet arose most directly 
from the 17th-century court dance in 
France, its sources are apparent in 16th 
century forms. As in ballet, the footwork 
is intricate while the torso remains 
primarily erect, and lightness and the 
air moment are emphasized. 

I asked Julia Sutton how she’d found 
her way into this esoteric field; there are 
but a handful of such specialists in the 
country who reconstruct these dances. A 
musicologist by training, she was forced 
to find a specialty within her field, and 
having done folk dance as a hobby, she 
decided to investigate the dance 
literature of the Renaissance. She dis- 
covered that, although a fair amount of 
work had been done, a great deal of it 
was erroneous, riddled with mistransla- 
tion and misunderstanding. So she 


yuug epuseay 


decided there was more to do. On the 
basis of her scholarship, she’s 
choreographed for the touring company 
of the New York Pro Musica’s “An 
Entertainment for Elizabeth,” and she 
has her own Boston-based Elizabethan 
Dance Ensemble. 

Just how does one go. about 
reconstructing a dance from some four 
centuries ago? 

“Tt’s not easy,” she said, but there are 
dancing manuals extant from the time, 
the most famous of which is Thoinot 
Arbeau’s Orchesographie. The manuals 
contain diagrams of patterns and direc- 
tions explaining the steps. Altogether, 
there are perhaps some two to three hun- 
dred Renaissance dances; Ms. Sutton 
recreates those which interest her the 
most. 

What she does is an interpretation of 
the manuals; reconstructions by others 
might not be quite identical. Ms. Sutton 
also pointed out that she sees the court 
dance as downright flirtatious, the men 
proudly peacock-like, and the women 
coy. “After all,”’ she said, ““Arbeau said 
the chief purpose of this dance is to 
choose a mate.” 

She made one final enlightening 
point: the distance between the 
professional and the amateur dancer is 
not so great in court dance as it is in 
ballet. 

Her own Elizabethan Dance Ensem- 
ble is fascinatingly eclectic in its make- 
up. The six performers with the group 
this summer included a lady with an 
M.A. in viola da gamba performance, a 
female harpsichord-maker who now 
commutes from Washington, D.C., to 
work with the group, and a man who by 
profession is a nursing home ad- 
ministrator. They all take their dancing 
seriously, although the audience de- 
mand is insufficient to enable them to 
support themselves by it. 

The Ensemble performed at week’s 
end in the stone barn. The four dances 
were all performed to the music of 
Monteverdi: alle danze, non cosi tostio 
eo mio, se vittorie se belle, and clori 
amorosa. All are couple dances, spritely 
and coquettish, save for se vittorie se 
belle, an earnest battle dance, but in 
this context a battle of the sexes: the 
couples strike at one another in an angry 
sort of patty-cake. The forte of the 
Elizabethan Dance Ensemble indeed 
seems to be the dramatic interpretation 
they give all their dances.

One can tell from the 
screenplay, if not from any dis- 
cernible behavior on the part of 
Charles Bronson, that the 
character he plays here is sup- 
posed to be deeply depressed 
when he arrives in Tucson on 
business. Back home in New 
York his wife has just been 
murdered, and the same band of 
goons who beat her up have also 
spray-painted and sexually 
abused Bronson’s daughter. The 
police have figuratively shrugged 
their shoulders, so the case is 
likely to remain unsolved. New 
York is hopeless (as one 
character puts it, “In this city, 
that’s the way it is”). But Tuc- 
son gives Bronson ideas: first he 
sees a cow, then some open land, 
finally @ little saga of crime and 
revenge staged by actors to 
amuse tourists in a fake Old 
Western town. He meets a gun 
enthusiast who complains about 
“so goddam much hoopla from 
the gun control people” and in- 
sists that “a gun is just a tool — 
like a hammer, or an axe.”’ Bron- 
son, who is supposed to have 
been a C.O. during the Korean 
war and whose father died in a

hunting accident, is lured by his 
new friend to the local shooting 
range, where they get to talking 
some more. “You're probably 
one of those knee-jerk liberals 
who thinks us gun boys like to 


shoot because guns are exten- 
sions of our penises,’’ the 
enthusiast complains. “I never 
thought of it that way,” replies 
Bronson, “but it could be true.” 

Mike Baron, who has seen 


most of the other Bronson- 
Winner collaborations (The 
Mechanic, Chato’s Land) in- 
forms me that Death Wish is 
somewhat more thoughtful than 
usual, but let’s give Michael 
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Winner's past oeuvre the benefit 
of the doubt and assume this one 
is typical. Bronson receives a 
gift-wrapped pistol from his new 
friend, and when he gets back to 
Manhattan he is ready to use it. 
He murders a junkie who tries to 
mug him in a park, and from 
that moment on he becomes the 
subject of international news 
coverage and splashy headlines 
(“No Break Seen In Vigilante 
Vendetta’’). The second hour of 
Death Wish is strictly target 
practice: Bronson shoots down 
anything that makes a move 
twoard him, even actively 
soliciting prey by flashing his 
cash in high-crime areas. Given 
such a wealth of murder and 
mayhem, it is difficult to im- 
agine how anyone could have 
failed to turn the raw material of 
Death Wish into something 
morally objectionable. But 
Michael Winner isn’t even good 
enough for that. 

I don’t find the film’s openly 
manipulative quality offensive 
per se, and I don’t think fighting 
back when somebody’s trying to 
kill you is necessarily a bad idea. 
But Death Wish hasn’t even got 
the courage of its covert convic- 
tions; although it generally en- 
dorses vigilante justice and preys 
on audience paranoia, it does 
waver in its devotion to the cen- 
tral character and his campaign. 
Towards the end, he is seen to be 
somewhat rusty around the 
hinges; he invites one mugger to 
“draw,’’ and when the chief of 
police tells him to get out of town 
he asks if it has to be “‘by sun- 
down.” Such moments seem par- 
ticularly yellowbellied in light of 
the concluding frames, which 
once again display Bronson as a 
hero. 

What’s lacking in his heroism 
is any sense of moral purpose, or 
even any urge for specific 
revenge (the muggers who killed 
his wife are never apprehended). 
And the gun battles are too per- 
functory and suspenseless (most 
of the muggers carry only knives) 
to be exciting in the way that Joe 
Don Baker’s stick- and fistfights 
were in Walking Tall. That film 
touched the same nerve that this 
one does, but there are crucial 
differences: in Walking Tall, the 
central character’s crusade is 
launched long before any harm 
comes to his loved ones, and 
launched for moral reasons; 
here, Bronson appears to be us- 
ing the attack on his family as an 
excuse more than anything else, 
yet he doesn’t even get any kicks 
out of his vendetta. Also, Walk- 
ing Tall aroused a real feeling of 
heroism, stirring the audience to 
deep sympathy with Baker. 
Bronson becomes notorious but 
never seems brave. 

There is an interesting correla- 
tion, by the way, between those 
magazines that are shown to 
have cover stories on the 
Vigilante (Harper’s, New York, 
Newsweek) and those that are 
prominently advertised on 
billboards during the course of 
the film. Even more con- 
spicuously plugged is People, 
used repeatedly as a prop in the 
film; one special issue has police 
commissioner Vincent Gardenia 
on its cover. People’s recent 
cover story on Bronson and 
Death Wish is perhaps more un- 
derstandable in light of this.

Film Reviews 


PINK FLOYD. Directed by 
Adrian Maben. With Pink 
Floyd. At Loew’s Abbey. 

Pink Floyd is better with your 
eyes closed. Unless 
supplemented by an extravagant 
stage show, the group’s mood 
music and space Muzak have 
never been noted for their visual 
appeal. Instead of shooting a 
concert, however, where the light 
show, special effects and crowd 
might have provided something 
to look at, Adrian Maben plunks 
the band down in an empty, dus- 
ty Roman amphitheatre. Played 
in a void for no one but the film 
crew, the music is impersonal 
and sterile. Nor does it help 
when the scene occasionally 
shifts to a recording studio in 
which a solitary member of the 
group, with all the emotion of a 
keypunch operator, overdubs 
while we hear the disembodied 
track he is embellishing. 

This is a film in search of 
something to focus on. The band 
itself won’t serve, for it never 
moves. These are stolid, 
characterless technicians - doing 
their business. They’ve little 
feeling and nothing to say (as 
several brief interviews, shot in 
excruciating close-up, make 
clear). So the camera wanders 
aimlessly over endless banks of 
electronic equipment and bass 
player Roger Waters’s bad com- 
plexion. For want of anything 
better on which to concentrate, 
Maben generally settles on the 
drummer, who at least is in mo- 
tion. 

To jazz things up, Maben fre- 
quently cuts to the surrounding 
ruins, picking out details of 
Pompeian frescoes, mosaics, and 
bas-reliefs. What these have to 
do with Pink Floyd’s futuristic 
music is anyone’s guess. There 
are also shots of the group 
straggling over primeval-looking 
landscapes, and of course the 
obligatory Woodstock gimmicks: 
split-screens, superimpositions, 
etc. But nothing can conceal the 
futility of this venture, which is 


for only die-hard Floyd 
aficionados.

THE MAD ADVENTURES 
OF RABBI JACOB. Produced 
by Bertrand Javal. Directed by 
Gerard Oury. With Louis de 
Funes, Suzy Delair, and Dalio. 
At the Cheri. 

If a man falling into a vat of 
green chewing gum is funny, six 
men falling, one by one, into the 
same vat will be six times fun- 
nier, right? This kind of childish 
thinking and comic overkill per- 
vades Gerard Oury’s The Mad 
Adventures of Rabbi Jacob. 
Buster Keaton once said that 
slapstick only works when it isn’t 
“too ridiculous.” Oury, unfor- 
tunately, confuses slapstick with 
idiocy. 
Rabbi Jacob’s plot is a perfect- 
ly acceptable comic tangle of 
mistaken identities. A rich 
French bigot, played by Louis de 
Funes, blunders into a struggle 
between an Arab revolutionary 
and the government men assign- 
ed to kidnap him. In order to es- 
cape them, the Arab, with de 
Funes as his unwilling compa- 
nion, knocks out two Hassids at 
Orly airport and they disguise 
themselves as rabbis. (They also 
appropriate the Hassid’s beards. 
They do this, I suppose, by 
reciting the appropriate prayers 
for depilation.) Thus disguised, 
they are mistaken for Rabbi 
Jacob and his secretary, who 
have come to France to attend 
the bar mitzvah of Rabbi Jacob’s 
nephew. 

Oury is not content to let the 
comic complications enjoy a 
natural birth on screen. He ar- 
tificially induces labor with fran- 
tic jump cuts, a circus-music 
soundtrack turned up to full 
volume, and a camera style as 
itchy as a dog with fleas. Each 
time we meet a character, the 
camera zooms in to force us to 
feel an excitement that just isn’t 
there. This forced manner is aid- 
ed and abetted by de Funes’s 


performance, which is composed 
entirely of triple takes, grunts, 
screams, and a collection of ner- 
vous tics that left me profoundly 
uneasy. The man seemed to be 
gearing up for a massive cor- 
onary. 

Oury has said that Rabbi 
Jacob has a serious message. 
Ostensibly, the film purports to 
show us that we are all brothers 
under the skin. For example, de 
Funes, playing a Gallic Archie 
Bunker, is outraged by a mixed 
wedding. He demonstrates his 
displeasure by sticking out his 
tongue at the black bride. In 
quick succession, his car 
backfires; his face is blackened; 
he’s mistaken for the bride’s 
father. This puerile and an- 
tiquated gag passes for irony and 
social comment in Oury’s film. 


There are numerous other un- 
pleasant racial gags in Rabbi 
Jacob, but the film is such a tri- 
fle that they hardly seem worth 


bothering about. Rabbi Jacob — 


has, God knows why, amassed 
some pretty flattering reviews, 
and I must report that the 
audience I saw it with seemed to 
be enjoying themselves. De 
gustibus and all that.

BUSTER AND BILLIE. 
Produced by Ron Silverman. 
Directed by Daniel Petrie. 
With Jan Michael Vincent, 
Robert Englund, and Joan 
Goodfellow. At the Exeter. 

Buster is James Dean without 
Dean’s angst-furrowed brow. 
Billie is a dirt road angel who ex- 
ists only when Buster smiles at 
her. Buster and Billie is a 
strange, evocative movie that 
delivers much more than it 
promises. 

The story is.so simple that it 
flirts with the inane. Buster is a 
big man on campus. Billie is the 
school whore. Buster dumps his 
acceptably proper girl friend and 
falls in love with Billie. One 
night, Buster’s buddies get 


drunk and gang rape Billie. In 
the process they beat her to 


-death. Buster finds out and 


wastes them — finis. 

Now, is Buster finding his true 
self in rejecting his castrating 
Southern belle and turning to 
Billie? Is Buster and Billie about 
the class struggle between the 
poor white trash and the middle 
class that rejects them? Are 


’ Buster’s friends killers or vic- 


tims? These are questions that I 
raise, not the film, because 
Buster and Billie is made in the 
trashy, exploitative manner pop- 
ularized by Walking Tali and 
Billy Jack. Set in the red clay 
country of Georgia in 1948, the 
film is full of corn: syrupy coun- 
try ballads, lilies shot in close- 
up, slow motion, soft focus long 
shots of the leads frolicking in 
fields loaded with cornflowers, 
daisies and black-eyed Susans. 
Director Daniel Petrie seems 
bent on making you gag, but the 
performances of Jan-Michael 
Vincent as Buster and Joan 
Goodfellow as Billie are so sen- 
sitive and true that they redeem 
Petrie’s excesses.

THE GIRL FROM PETROV- 
KA. Directed by Robert Ellis 
Miller. Written by Allan Scott 
and Chris Bryant. Director of 
Photography: Vilmos Zsig- 
mond.

The Girl From Petrovka may 
presage a spate of detente- 
inspired movies about our 
friends and foes, the Russians. It 
is to be hoped that its successors 
will be more clear-sighted, 
however, for this film succumbs 
to America’s current muddled 
notion of the U.S.S.R., a jumble 
of Scoop Jackson’s cold war 
anachronisms and Henry 
Kissinger’s Pollyannaish PR. On 
the one hand, the Commies are 
cute, (otherwise Goldie Hawn 
wouldn’t be one). They care only 
about cadging Lucky Strikes and 
Gillette blades; forget the wheat 
deal — this newly opened 
market is dying to be fleeced. On 
the other hand, there’s the KGB, 
restricted emigration and five 
years of penal solitude for 
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“parasites.” 

Caught up in the spirit of 
detente, The Girl From Petrovka 
accentuates the positive and 
thereby vitiates its plot, based 
on a novel by George Feifer, 
which depends entirely upon the 
conditions Kissinger ignores. By 
giving us only one fleeting and 
faraway glimpse of the KGB, 
director Robert Ellis Miller 
renders his story unbelievable. 
Because the oppressiveness of 
Russia’s government is glossed 
over, the audience has no basis 
for understanding the danger 
that Hawn as a “parasite” is in, 
or why another character is 
desperately trying to flee the 
country. 

Adding to the film’s un- 
believability is Goldie Hawn, 
playing a kook who sports a red 
heart on her left cheek and slip- 
ping in and out of an unlikely ac- 
cent. When she asks Hal 
Holbrook why he doesn’t write a 
book about her, “Because I don’t 
write fiction” is his (inarguable) 
reply. If Goldie Hawn is from 
Petrovka, I’m from Umm 
Kababah. As a foreign cor- 
respondent, Holbrook is more 
convincing (we know he’s one 
because he wears a trenchcoat) 
but very ill-at-ease, probably 
because as an intelligent actor he 
sniffs disaster. That the film will 
come to no good end is apparent 
in its very first scene, in which 
Holbrook, like Ryan O’Neal in 
Love Story, poses glumly in the 
snow while his voice-over narra- 
tion laments his lost love. 

Attractively shot by Vilmos 
Zsigmond, The Girl From 
Petrovka nonetheless seems 
made-for-TV. Its flat jokes and 
simplistic sentiment would fare 
better if interspersed with com- 
mercials. Then you could turn 
off the sound when Hawn bursts 
into a moronic song entitled 
“Nyet, Nyet, Nyet, Nyet, Not 
Anymore.” Or when the script 
tries to get a laugh out of her 
befuddlement as she beholds a 
bidet for the first time. Even 
better, you could change 
channels and not hate yourself 
for having blown a couple of 
bucks.

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GERRY MULLIGAN. 
Jazz Workshop 

When Gerry Mulligan took the 
Workshop stage on the Thursday 
of his week-long gig, the rest of 
his sextet played “Stardust.” 
The leader smoked, paced, pos- 
ed, shook his head, limply 
directed the other musicians 
during pianist Tom Fay’s solo 
and then stopped the music. A 
seventh man appeared from the 
wings to assist Gerry in tugging 
at a floor mike. Next, Mulligan 
sang eight bars of “How Long 
Has This Been Going On?” and 
spent interminable minutes 
readying his baritone saxophone. 
Back to ‘“‘Stardust,’’ which 
staggered through further stop- 
ping and starting, mugging, and 
a coda preceded by Gerry’s 
assurance that “this will tear 
your heart out.” It didn’t. 

The tone had been set for the 
remainder of the evening, or at 
least for the part of it I suffered 
through. Mulligan wasted muth 
time talking to the audience 
both before and during the 
various selections. Since he 
didn’t have a voice mike and I 
was sitting at the bar, most of his 
comments were lost in the ether, 
although I heard him, prior to 
beginning a waltz, ask a member 
of the audience to dance. When 
he did blow, he demonstrated 
only limited control of his sound 
and the direction of his solos. His 
playing was not so much bad as 
uninterested; at one point, he 
seemingly put more effort into 
swaying with the beat than into 
his baritone solo. 

Mulligan’s sidemen deserve 
credit for persevering. The 
rhythm section of Fay, Jack Six 
and Bill Goodwin was imported 
for the week, while vibraharpist 
Dave Samuel and guitarist John 
Scofield were local additions. 
Fay was the most impressive, 


reminiscent of Bill Evans but 


mixing single lines and chordal 
passages in a highly personal 
manner. 

Mulligan’s performance might

be written off as an aberration, 
had reliable sources not con- 
firmed that the set was typical of 
the entire week. One Mulligan 
die-hard, dreaming that he was 
in a Jazz at the Philharmonic 
audience, kept wishing aloud 
that Gerfy would show off his tri- 
ple tonguing, and responded to 
the slightest signs of musical life 
with cries of ‘‘Work, work, 
work!”’ A few more nights like 


this, and Mulligan will have lit- 
tle of that.

THE STYLISTICS. 
Swinger II 

The crucial question for any 
Philadelphia group who owe 
their success to the studio wizar- 
dry of Gamble and Huff or Thom 
Bell is: can they do it on their 
own, in front of a live audience? 
Although the crowd at the 
Swinger II was noisy and in- 
attentive, the Stylistics showed 
they were more than able to take 
care of themselves. Admittedly, 
they couldn’t duplicate their hit 
singles; the delicate elegance of 
the originals (notably “You Are 
Everything’) was occasionally 
lost. The seven-piece band, dres- 
sed in somewhat shabby black 
and billed as “The Philadelphia 
Sound,” boasted a fine horn sec- 
tion sparked by a lithe, intense 
trumpeter/flugelhornist; but 
without strings Thom Bell’s 
orchestral production cannot be 
recaptured. Nonetheless, at 
times the Stylistics actually sur- 
passed the recorded versions of 
their songs, especially when they 
closed their set with a stunning 
“You Make Me Feel Brand 
New.” 

At first the portly presence — 
or non-presence — of lead singer 
Russell Thompkins, Jr. was dis- 
concerting. He seemed 
phlegmatic, uninvolved in the 
proceedings, particularly when 
contrasted to the elaborate jive 
choreography that keeps the 
other four Stylistics so busy 
(they’re very strong on hand 
gestures, as if spelling out the 
songs for the benefit of the deaf). 
But when Thompkins unleashed 
his keen falsetto, all was 
forgiven. His piercing wails 
toward the end of “Brand New” 
were transfixing and tfanscen- 
dent. Airion Love also helped 
make this song unforgettable. 
On the record his baritone lead is 
rather stodgy; on stage it was 
hushed and haunting. He should 


be used more extensively. 

The set was too brief to in- 
clude many of the Stylistics’ 
hits, and a few renditions were 
disappointing. “Rock and Roll 
Baby” lacked drive. Yet it was 
an album cut that provided the 
evening’s second highlight: a 
slow, slinky version of Carole 
King’s “It’s Too Late.”

ZAMCHECK. 
Charlie’s Place 

Rooted in both nouveau 
electro-jazz and perverse Brit- 
rock, Zamcheck are expressive 
enough for anyone who's ad- 
vanced beyond the Aerosmith 
level. Betty Silver’s lead voice is 
powerful, rangy and quite warm, 
while Ray-Shell’s tenor is 
capable of dramatic nuance. 
Together they exude more soul 
and emotion than most straight 
blues or gospel outfits, utilizing 
eye movement and gesture to un- 
derscore the intertwining 
melodies. 

Pianist/organist Mark 
Zamcheck’s changes are adept 
and intelligent, and he knows 
how to use the organ for 
emphasis and coloration. The 
lyric beauty of his solo work is 
not unlike Keith Jarrett’s, while 
his ensemble playing moves with 
rock fervor. The other obvious 
instrumental star of the band is 
violinist Michael Levine, who 
when he solos leaps about like a 
dervish. He is totally wired with 
a number of electronic sound 
enhancers, including a set of 
controls hanging from his belt. 
Habitual rock listeners will not 
find it easy to follow his im- 
provisations; they’re fast and in- 
tricate and played in an un- 
usually high register. 

The rhythmesection, and es- 
pecially drummer Joe Cartier, 
are tight and inventive; the band 
as a whole ably sublimates the 
odd rhythms that nouveau jazz 
has championed. Zamcheck may 
play in 5/4 or 7/8, but they main- 
tain a danceable feel — a break 
will sound fairly normal but the 
rhythmic undertow will still 
provide interest. 

Bassist Gian Caterine satisfies 
the sensitives in the audience 


with his solo numbers on 


acoustic guitar, filled with disso- 


~ nant but laid-back chords and 


melodies that suggest Stevie 
Wonder.

MURRAY McLAUCHLAN. 
Passim 

Murray McLauchlan is a big 
man. Tall, broadshouldered, he’s 
the image of the modern pioneer. 
But, sad to say, he’s really rather 
puny down where it counts most: 
his songs. 

Take, for example, the ersatz 
country number about the 
shoeshine boy who spends his 
working hours singing the blues 
about his boozing father. 
McLauchlan just happens to buy 
a shoeshine (highly atypical 
behavior for the road fellow he 
seems to be) and the young 
Horatio Alger hero snarls about 
Daddy’s drowning himself in 
beer. So McLauchlan delivers 
his chin-up lecture about how 
wretched it is to be “chained to 
your paycheck.” The song has no 
resolution, unless it’s that the 
lad considers the singer a nut, 
because he walks off straightway 
(despite being vastly over- 
tipped). 

McLauchlan’s good lines and 
fair melodies simply drown in his 
overall mawkishness. His 
‘‘Lovers come in twos / This time 
you lose”’ gets lost in sentiments 
like ‘‘Well everybody must 
sometimes get lonely.’’ Oc- 
casionally he gets carried away 
by what he figures are his good 
lines, surrounding “I'll take my 
leave / Please don’t call it run- 
ning away” with some totally in- 
applicable nonsense about his 
car. 

It is characteristic of © 
McLauchlan that he makes sure 
of his themes by stating and 
restating his points. This is good 
practice in his better material, 
like ‘“‘Child’s Song” (recorded by 
Tom Rush). Otherwise it invites 
a tedium so profound that 
neither his pear-shaped vocals 
and north-country accent, nor 
the prettiness that is standard 
protective coloration for singer- 
songwriters can dispel it.

Walter Carlos does one thing, 
Mantovani another. De los Rios 
has the termite’s ability to find 
the weak spots, move in, and 
make the most of the opportuni- 
ty. 
Rossini’s “‘Largo al factotum,” 
for example, calls for a lot of 
rapid banter from the baritone 
who portrays Figaro. In the 
“straight” Robert Merrill-Erich 
Leinsdorf performance I checked 
for comparison, there was speedy 
and sonorous vocalizing, but 
there was also a conspicuous 
rhythmic limpness. That’s where 
de los Rios steps in and adds 
guitar, drums and electric bass. 
His version has a more secure 
pulse; it moves more confidently 
— a distinct plus. He has also 
added a talking mouse, or some 
such electronic creature, thereby 
making this number a duet. How 
you feel about that depends on 
how you feel about cuteness laid 
on heavily. 

The other composers who get 
the treatment are Donizetti, Ver- 
di, Puccini and Wagner, whose 
Pilgims’ Chorus from 
Tannhauser is done up with a 
shuffle beat. The original 
material is always recognizable. 
It’s mostly gussied up and 
added-on-to, that’s all. The 
Manuel de Falla Orchestra and 
Chorus, directed by the 
arranger, are at least competent, 
as is one Rukmini Sukmawati, 
who does “Caro nome.” 

This cultural artifact belongs 


somewhere in the vast gray area 
occupied by Barbra Streisand’s 
“Auf dem Wasser zu singen,” 
Nelson Eddy’s portrayal of 
Willie the Whale, and “Blues in 
the Night” as done by the Mor- 
mon Tabernacle Choir in off 
hours. Such things, at least in 
small doses, exert a semi- 
obscene fascination not to be 
denied. I have been honest about 
it, so I will not be the one to stick 
bubble gum into the hair of 
Senor de los Rios. 

Beethoven’s Piano Concerto 
No. 5 is a masterpiece 
predominantly in the composer’s 
public manner. It doesn’t receive 
egregiously wrongheaded inter- 
pretations; it nearly always 
works. Nonetheless, the new 
Christoph Eschenbach-Seiji 
Ozawa version (DG) works 
better than most. There’s a nice 
extrovert lope to the phrasing, 
the execution is tidy, and the 
recording resonant. If “clatter” 
were not pejorative and slightly 
off the mark, that’s how I would 
describe the aggressive projec- 
tion I hear from the piano in the 
final movement. The Boston 
Symphony Orchestra sounds 
huge, as it usually does on this 
label. 


Peter Maxwell Davies is a 
young English composer (born 
1934) with considerable 
knowledge of music of the past 
and an imagination with an 
hysterical edge. His Vesalii 
Icones, performed by The Fires 
of London (Nonesuch), is heady 
stuff — lucid, ugly, funny and 
scary. The composer provides his 
own liner notes, and they are in- 
timidatingly erudite. “The idea 
of making a set of fourteen 
dances based on illustrations by 
Vesalius came to me when I 
bought a facsimile edition of the 
De humani corporis fabrica 
(1543); the idea of superim- 
posing the Vesalius images on 
the fourteen stations of the cross 


(slightly modified to include the 
Resurrection) came much later 
and was the direct stimulus to 
composing the work.”’ So begins 
the explanation of his use of 
plainsong, foxtrots, Victorian 
hymns, the Beethoven Fifth and 
Ninth, and Schenkerian 


analysis. 
For most of us, the 
organizational scheme described 


will have to be taken on faith. 
What matters is that this long 
(39 minutes), creepy, savage 
piece does work. The ingredients 
are sensationally juxtaposed, but 
the shock value does not wear 
off. The six players of the Fires of 
London are superb at their many 
tasks. The chaste old-music 


manner, parodies of roman- 
ticism and sanctimoniousness, 
chaos — they’re all there. Vesalii 
Icones has an unsettling ring of 
authenticity, and I commend it 
to your attention. 

William Bolcom, an 
American, is a similarly eclectic 
musician with much to say. His 
Frescoes (Nonesuch) is a violent 
diptych for keyboards. “War in 
Heaven” and “The Caves of Or- 
cus” are the two panels, and they 
are the occasion for heavy drama 
from the two pianos, harpsichord 
and harmonium. I'd say it’s half 
a cry from the heart, half show 
business. Bruce Mather and 
Pierrette Le Page are the per- 
formers. 
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Wilson Pickett: PICKETT IN 
THE POCKET (RCA APLI- 
0495) 


Since he left Atlantic for RCA, 
Wilson Pickett’s profile has been 
lamentably low. His releases 
have been muddled and his sales 
sparse. Part of his problem is 
that the changes through which 
soul music has gone since 
Pickett’s heyday have left him 
out in the cold. Now that the 
smoother, more sophisticated 
stylings of Al Green and 
Philadelphia are de rigueur, 
there seems to be little place for 
an old-fashioned screamer and 
shouter like Pickett. Don’t get 
me wrong — I like Al Green and 
The Spinners as much as, if not 
more than, anyone. But oc- 
casionally I yearn for something 
with more of a kick. Last year 
Sixty Minutes with Clarence 
Carter, an unjustly neglected 
masterpiece, packed a wallop 
and filled the bill. And now, 
perhaps not a masterpiece, but 
muscular as hell, there’s Pickett 
in the Pocket. 

Instead of compromising with 
current fashions, Pickett and 
producer Brad Shapiro headed 
for Muscle Shoals and pretended 
that the ’70s had never happen- 
ed. Forget the RCA-logo: the 
album they cut is classic Stax/ 
Volt. No strings are tossed in for 
sweetening, and the horns and 
rhythm section have the snappy 
punch that propelled Sam and 
Dave and Otis Redding, not to 
mention Pickett himself, in the 
mid-’60s. Pickett tackles the 
tunes with no holds barred. No 
foxy restraint or sly reticence 
here; Pickett wails with his guts 
and his lungs, letting others sing 
with their heads. The years have 
not diminished his raw power. 
Listening to the gritty falsetto 
and harsh screams of “You’re the 


One” will convince anyone of 
this. 

Except for an appealing ver- 
sion of Jesse Winchester’s “Isn't 
That So,” the material is strictly 
down-home, equally divided 
among slower, bluesy numbers 
and uptempo funk. You may not 
be able to do the Robot or the 
Bump to Pickett in the Pocket, 
but you can dance up a storm, 
even if your steps aren’t a la 
mode.

Dave Liebman: LOOKOUT 
FARM (ECM 1039 ST) 


Besides being the name of his 
album and an original composi- 
tion, Lookout Farm is Dave 
Liebman’s quartet, a collection 
of young musicians who have 
worked together intermittently 
over the past few years at New 
York’s Space for Innovative 
Development. Liebman hopes 
that his sideman days with Elvin 
Jones and Miles Davis provided 
sufficient exposure to make the 
band a permanent reality. Dur- 
ing a recent weekend at Deb- 
bie’s, the quartet played hard 
and fluently, but the constant 
volume of Jeff Williams’s 
modish drumming and Richie 
Beirach’s electric piano canceled 
much of the music’s effect. The 
album, recorded last October in 
New York, is more modulated 
and much more successful. 

Like several younger 
musicians, the men in Lookout 
Farm don’t play much that we 
haven’t already heard elsewhere. 
Liebman, who wields alto flute 
and soprano and tenor saxes, 
gives most of his time to the sax- 
ophones and most of his 
allegiance to Coltrane. He knows 
the master’s vocabulary as well 
as any of the disciples; witness 
the tenor spot near the end of the 
track “Lookout Farm.” Beirach 
similarly enjoys referring to more 
renowned soloists. The electric 
piano solo on “Pablo’s Story” 
borrows liberally from the Han- 


cock/Corea sound, while the up- - 


tempo acoustic work on the title 
piece suggests McCoy Tyner. 
Williams and bassist Frank Tusa 
share this proficiency without 
notable individuality, yet the 
four men blend into something 
more singular — a band that 
listens, complements and 
develops its moods together. Add 


the leader’s engaging com- 


“positions — strong melodic 


bodies that reject rigid solo 
routines for evolving contexts — 
and you get a distinguished 
debut recording. 

A further advantage of the 
album is the presence of several 
guest performers. ‘‘Pablo’s 
Story,”” an immediately attrac- 
tive minor piece that finally 
becomes “The Breeze and I” has 
the fine acoustic guitar of John 
Abercrombie duetting with Lieb- 
man’s alto flute, and four added 
percussionists who play superbly 
as a section, without an ex- 
traneous scrape or jangle. 
“‘Sam’s Float,”” the album’s 
rock-jazz entry, is in two parts; 
flute and voice (Eleana 
Sternberg) spin the theme over a 
deliberate electric bass bottom, 
then Abercrombie and Lieb- 
man’s soprano heat up a lop- 
sided (15/4?) rhythmic pattern. 
“M.D.,”’ a tribute to Miles, 
features tenor and acoustic 
piano, a delicate section led by 
Badal Roy’s tablas and unison 
melody work that suggests 
something Keith Jarrett might 
write for his quartet. An added 
attraction is the stunning sound, 
which is becoming a hallmark of 
ECM releases. Producer Man- 
fred Eicher can probably make 
any group sound good; in 
Lookout Farm, he has a band 
that needs less help than most.

The Meters: REJUVENA- 
TION (Reprise MS2200) 


On their new album, their se- 
cond for Reprise, the Meters 
head off in new directions, and 
though purists may object to the 
loss of some of their endearing 
qualities, I find the change 
refreshing. 

The earlier albums (on Josie) 
displayed the quartet as a purely 
instrumental group. The tunes, 
developed around simple, catchy 
riffs, were short, sweet, extreme- 
ly tight and, above all, funky. 
The outstanding characteristic 
was the syncopated, neo- 
Dixieland drumming (described 
as ‘“‘melody drums’”’ by Dr. 
John). 

What they’ve done on Re- 
juvenation (and did, to a lesser 
extent, on their last record) is to 
abandon their earlier “Funk 
Uber Alles” style in favor of a 


more sophisticated and possibly 
more commercially successful 
sound. Almost every song 
features vocals (very effective, 
though sometimes quite 
minimal) and several drop the 
“second-line” beat altogether for 
a more conventional rock 
backbeat. The overall sound is 
softened and filled out through 
better recording, overdubbing 
and the occasional use of horns. 

While I would have enjoyed 
seeing them adapt a few stan- 
dards to their own style (as they 
did earlier with Neil Young’s 
‘*Birds’’), the new balance 
succeeds. On half the songs, they 
achieve this by playing in stan- 
dard style, with just an edge of 
tension. On “Love is For Me,” in 
particular, the simple, mellow 
verse contrasts with a tense, 
tight chorus and a restrained 
second-line bridge. 

There are, of course, a few 
Meters staples: the infectious 
“Rejuvenation,” ‘People Say,” 
with its powerful bass and guitar 
unison lines (a Meters 
trademark) and the perfect 
“Africa.” 

They overreach only once, 
during the extended jam in “It 
Ain’t No Use.” The Meters work 
best within the limits of a short, 
well-defined tune; their forte is 
rhythm playing (which is what 
makes them such excellent back- 
up musicians, as their work with 
Dr. John attests). “It Ain’t No 
Use” begins well enough in a 
conventional vein, but it goes on 
for over 11 minutes, and the solo- 
ing just isn’t strong enough to 
bring it off. 

Nevertheless, this is a fine 
album, an excellent introduction 
to the Meters’ music, a great 
dance record, and it boasts the 
tackiest cover picture since Ike 
and Tina ate watermelon.

Rachmaninoff: SELECTED 
PRELUDES. Sviastoslav 
Richter, piano. (Melodiya- 
Angel SR-40235) 


This album is one of 
Melodiya-Angel’s contributions 
to the 1973 Rachmaninoff 
centennial; but then, any new 
recording by Sviatoslav Richter 
is an event, for he is incapable of 
making an ugly sound. His play- 
ing has a consistent delicacy of 
touch; even his thundering for- 
tissimos never become harsh. 
Such qualities are especially evi- 
dent in op. 32, no. 2, with its 
repeated, dotted rhythmic figure 
and turbulent middle section, 
and in the brief cadenza at the 


end of op. 32, no. 10, which the 
pianist tosses off with effortless 
grace. Aside from their pianistic 
virtues, however, these aloof per- 
formances communicate little in 
the way of emotion. 

It is interesting to compare 
this disc with an earlier, in- 
concert recording made by 
Richter during his first American 
tour in 1960. The earlier perfor- 
mances (on RCA, now deleted) 
of three of these preludes (op. 23, 
no. 1, op. 32, nos. 9 and 10) are 
much warmer and less abrupt. In 
the first, for example, the pianist 
delays the climax very slightly, 
and this minimal change in tim- 
ing makes all the difference in 
the effect of the piece. 

Any recording of 
Rachmaninoff’s piano music 
must stand comparison with the 
composer’s own re-creations, 
recently re-issued (RCA) in their 
entirety. Rachmaninoff himself 
recorded four of the preludes in- 
cluded on Richter’s album. 

Op. 32, no. 6 is one of the less 
engaging works of the set and 
both pianists’ interpretations are 
essentially similar. Richter plays 
op. 32, no. 7 with a light, open 
sound; the accompanying groups 
of two sixteenths are played with 
perfect clarity and rhythmic ex- 
actness, and the result is elegant, 
impressionistic, decidedly cool. 
The composer, on the other 
hand, takes a slightly faster tem- 
po, with darker shadings and 
consistently rushed sixteenth- 
note figures, thereby underlining 
the urgency of the melodic line. 
Opposite conceptions of the 
same piece, but the difference is 
one of taste, not of quality. 

In the preludes op. 23, no. 5 
and op. 32, no. 12, however, 
Richter fails to explore satisfac- 
torily the lyrical qualities. The 
outer sections of the earlier 
prelude are played with grim 
relentlessness. At the repeat of 
the melody in the middle sec- 
tion, Richter merely jabs at the 
added inner voice. 
Rachmaninoff projects it with a 
legato and shading that are 


heart-rending. Similarly, in the . 


G-sharp minor prelude, op. 32, 
no. 12, one of Rachmaninoff’s 
finest short pieces, Richter treats 
the left-hand melody rather per- 
functorily, whereas the composer 
makes it sing with rich 
melancholy. 

Richter’s pianism and 
musicianship are impeccable. It 
is on the level of emotional com- 
munication that he fails to con- 
vince.

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Theatre: History by the Bolt

A MAN FOR ALL SEASONS 
by Robert Bolt. Directed by 
Adrian Hall. Scenery designed 
by Eugene Lee. The Trinity 
Square Repertory Company at 
the Wilbur Theatre through 
August 31. 

Many people may look upon it 
as a tight-budget remake of a 
Paul Scofield movie, but there 
was “A Man For All Seasons” 
even before the Hollywood flurry 
of English History With Lots of 
Atmosphere movies. It is a 
craftsmanlike if sterile drama, 
with frighteningly Nixonian 
echoes to its 16th-century pomp. 
The Trinity Square production, 
handsomely mounted at the 
Wilbur, seems all the more 
familiar in light of recent 
American history. One wonders 


if Haldeman chose Cromwell as 
a model or if the resemblances 
are “purely coincidental.” 
Robert Bolt’s play is, for me at 
least, very easy to confuse with 
Anouilh’s “Becket” — different 
plots, of course, but both plays 
are concerned with the rush of 
sainthood towards terribly moral 
Richard-Burton-types who insist 
on the honor of the Church 
against the whim of a King of 
England. From the 11th century 
of Thomas Becket through the 
16th century of Sir Thomas 
More, this remained, evidently, 
a very touchy position. But 
whereas Anouilh’s Becket 
postures piously, casting his eyes 
and his fate ‘to the heavens as he 
crosses his capricious king, 
Bolt’s More — a devout prag- 


matist — trusts to the Law to 
save him when he finds himself 
morally unable to rubber-stamp 
Henry VIII’s divorce from 
Catherine of Aragon and the con- 
venient creation of the Anglican 
Church to sanction his new 
marriage to Anne Boleyn. The 
Law, regrettably, is in the keep 
of corruptible men. Cromwell, a 
wily administrator and Henry’s 
head plumber, cooks up a 
kangaroo court, offers posts in 
exchange for perjury, and makes 
tidy work of the ethical More. 
Deja vu, anyone? 

Despite the cursory inclusion 
of tids and tads of More’s family 
life and some ironic banter from 
an all-purpose domestic referred 
to as “the common man,” “A 
Man For All Seasons” is primari- 


Opera: Mozart Goes to Harvard

Prima la musica, doppo le 
parole — so runs one main 
current of operatic theory. But it 
has not been one that Boston 
opera-goers have had much occa- 
sion to concern themselves 
about. Sarah Caldwell is a seer, 
and what she sees is sometimes 
razzle-dazzling. If there is an oc- 
casional distinguished musical 
performance in her company, I 
think it’s because that is the way

operate, not because of policy. 
First-rate individual perfor- 
mances by local singers fre- 
quently make the productions of 
Boston’s second company, 
Associate Artists Opera, 
worthwhile, but these do not 
often sound very good because 
the under-rehearsed orchestra, 
sometimes loutishly conducted, 
has to play in an acoustically un- 
friendly theater. But then, that 
is also an exact description of the 
annual activities of the 
Metropolitan Opera in Hynes 
Auditorium. 

The Harvard-affiliated New 
Opera Company has set out to do 
things differently. The 
dominating personality in this 
operation is a musical one, that 
of meticulous and brainy con- 
ductor Earl Kim. There was 
nothing ordinary about the three 
presentations of a concert ver- 
sion of Mozart’s “The Marriage 
of Figaro” he led in Sanders 
Theatre last week. 

Kim had insisted on a rehear- 
sal schedule that is surely unique 
under professional cir- 
cumstances — there were ten 
sessions with the orchestra, for 
example. The result was music 
of exceptional precision. The 
players and singers negotiated 
with absolute security the fre- 
quent tempo changes within 
numbers: there was no splatter- 
ing at entries, no hesitancy dur- 
ing the first few measures, 
because everyone already knew 
what the next tempo would be. 
The orchestra was, as a whole, 
superb, though it occasionally 
overbalanced the singers (not 
good Mozart style, that): for 
once the strings scurried 
together, and the woodwinds 
were luminous. Kim had chosen 
real singers like Frank 
Hoffmeister, David Waite, Mark 
Baker and John Davies for the 
secondary roles, and this made a 
significant difference in the 
sound of the great ensembles. 

Because Kim closed the gap 
between intention and act, it is 
possible to write confidently of 
his interpretation of “Figaro.” 
Confidently, but not easily, 
because his achievement was a 
very uneven affair. Kim’s tem- 
pos were faster than the ones we 
were used to; the relations 
among them, particularly in a 
span like the second act finale, 
were acutely judged. Within a 
tempo, once set, there was not 
much flexibility. 


Sometimes these speeds were 
convincing: the little duet 
between Susanna and Cherubino 
for once went as rapdily as the 
music wants to but never can 
because of the distance between 
stage and pit. Sometimes, 
though, they were merely in- 
teresting: it was a good musical 
idea to hurry along “Se vuol 
ballare” in a dance rhythm and 
to deny the singer any stretching 
on those high notes which fall on 
the second beat. But it was in 
other ways a bad idea — the text 
and the tessitura demand that 
second beat accent, and the chief 
impression Kim’s decision made 
was that Figaro is afraid of high 
notes. Sometimes the tempos 
were inconsiderate (Marcellina 
couldn’t manage the one chosen 
for her aria, so it ought to have 
been adjusted); sometimes they 
were out-and-out wrong (“Non 
piu andrai” raced at such a clip 
that none of the stage action the 
situation demands could occur). 

Oddly, for a performance with 
these credentials (and one so 
carefully prepared) the evening 
was conservative and inconsis- 
tent in matters of appogiatura. 
Other forms of ornament were 
nonexistent, and Kim repeated 
the mistake in modern scores of 
switching the lines of the 
Countess and Susanna in the 
second-act trio, which was par- 
ticularly unfortunate because it 


-repeatedly carried Judith 


Hubbell as Susanna into a part 
of her range where she does not 
maintain accurate pitch. 

But Kim’s most important 
textual decision was to omit the 
recitatives. This has obvious 
dramatic consequences, for it is 
recitative that unravels the plot 
and gives the singers their major 
opportunities to delineate per- 
sonality. And it had musical 
ones as well: the performance 
lurched from key to key without 
the easing modulations that the 
recitatives supply; furthermore, 
the tonal ambiguity of recitative 
alters our general perceptions of 
the piece that, thus shorn, 
remains pretty consistently in 
the major keys. 


The dramatic consequences 
were the most damaging ones, 
however. This performance real- 
ly was a case of “music before 
words.” There was never any 
sense that this was a great 
theatre piece, a drama in music 
about convincing characters 
caught in situations we laugh at 
because they hurt. Kim 
countenanced a confusion of 
Italian enunciation; characters 
addressed asides to persons 
across the stage; the Count ask- 
ed forgiveness of the balcony, 
and the Countess, looking right 
at him, granted it anyway. 

Some of this results from the 
intrinsic limitations of concert 
performance; some of it results 
from lack of talent. There were 
five principals; the tally was 
three to two. 

Both of the unsatisfactory per- 
formers, Judith Hubbell (Susan- 
na) and Thomas Alan (the 
Count), have good voices. But 
Hubbell crinkled her nose so 
much I wanted to take a flatiron 
to it, and Alan enacted the 
Count in a fashion I can describe 
only as nellie-butch: his spread 
legs planted firmly on the 
ground; his hands out to the side 
describing Roberta Peters-like 
arcs; his face alternately glower- 
ing and simpering. Hubbell’s 
‘‘Deh vieni’’ was well- 
intentioned, and Alan sang his 
aria with considerable address, 
but the technical limitations of 
both stood out when they had to 
participate in ensembles peopled 
by better singers — Hubbell’s 
lack of legato and awful flatting, 
Alan’s lack of tonal colors and 
focus. 

Susan Larson’s Cherubino was 
small-scale, but the tone was 
clear and charming and the 
characterization brimful of in- 
telligence and fun. David Ar- 


-nold’s Figaro was straight- 


forward rather than various; his 
singing rang with virility, and 
the wooing in the garden dis- 
played his evenness of scale and 
beautiful legato. Finally, Diana 
Hoagland sang the Countess’s 
role better than anyone has at 
the Metropolitan since the days 
of Eleanor Steber, even if her 
voice may be a bit light for the 


That general statement, 
though, does insufficient justice 
to the glorious specificity of her 
performance, which was gleam- 
ing in tone, immaculate in 
vocalism and style, intelligently 
alert to the words (you could tell 
she understood not only what she 
was singing, but what others 
were singing to her), and 
genuinely witty in her respon- 
siveness to the plot deve- 
lopments in the second and 
fourth acts. This had once been 
the volatile Rosina; the two great 
soliloquies, wonderfully sung, 
showed the saddened, wise and 
wonderful woman she had 
become. 


ly a play of ideas, in historical 
trappings. And it is a pleasure to 
see it presented modestly, 
without all the hogs rooting in 
the courtyard and horseback 
gallops through clumps of 
English castles that the movie- 
makers get carried away with. 
The Trinity Square production is 
far from dull visually, but 
neither is it distracting. Some of 
the actors appear rattled by the 
acrobatic task of maneuvering 
up and down the scaffolding set 
in their elaborate 16th-century 
skirts, but the effect is highly 
theatrical. (I have now seen 
three Adrian Hall productions. 
All were done on scaffolding sets, 
were intriguing to look at, 
starred Richard Kneeland and 
featured James Eichelberger in a 
dress. Masters of theatrical 
trivia, can you name all three?) 

Kneeland, so long a fixture at 
Trinity Square that he sits on its 
Board of Directors, is probably 
never bad. But like Richard Bur- 
ton or Charlton Heston, he looks 
especially in his element when 
articulating weighty and 
honorable thought from cen- 
turies gone by. Maybe it’s the 
chiseled face or the way the wind 
billows through his shirt-sleeves. 
Whatever the reason, he is utter- 
ly acceptable as More, balancing 
keen mental prowess with a 
lukewarm humanity and wry 
humor that makes the man as 
entertaining as he is admirable. 

George Martin underplays the 
villain Cromwell with finesse. 
His word-twisting weasel is far 


more dangerous than a bully — 
and more effective. Barbara Or- 
son and Mina Manente are 
awkward in their opening scenes 
as More’s wifey wife and scholar- 
ly daughter, but their perfor- 
mances grow stronger as the play 
progresses. Robert J. Colonna is 
charming if incorrigible as the 
“Common Man,” switching 
proletarian hats from butler to 
boatman to hatchet man, always 
with a wink and over-the- 
shoulder observation to delight 
the groundlings out front. 

On opening night David C. 
Jones appeared to have some 
trouble, tripping over his lines 
and his Cardinal robes. As the 
Spanish Ambassador, Timothy 
Crowe seems more concerned 
with his silly south-of-the-border 
accent than with his part. 
Richard Kavanaugh’s King 
Henry is a little too flighty, 
seeming nearly schizophrenic, 
but Richard Jenkins delivers a 
sensitive, low-keyed Richard 
Rich, too weak to be really wick- 
ed but a man easily 
manipulated. 

Kneeland’s slip shows in the 
opening scene, but perhaps this 
is in character. Other than that, 
the rich but roughly textured 
costumes by James Berton 
Harris are attractive and 
workable. 

Sir Thomas More might have 
been, as Robert Whittinton first 
dubbed him, “a man for all 
seasons.” But this recycled Bolt 
seems a play particularly apt for 
this one.

Elton John — Alive and Well 


Q: I would like some information on rock star Elton John. Is he 
married? What is his birthday, and where was he born? Do you 
know when he will be giving a concert in the Boston area? Is it 
true that he is dying of leukemia? Please add any information you 
have. — R.B., Boston. 

A: Answering in chronological order: Elton John is single, was born 
on March 25, 1947 in Pinner, Middlesex, England, and should be 
coming to Boston sometime in the fall, though no date has been 
set. It is not true that he is dying of leukemia or any other disease. 
The folks at MCA, for whom he records, claim he is one of the 
healthiest rock stars in circulation, that he plays a fantastic game 
of tennis, runs every day and has lost 40 pounds since his last 
Boston appearance. He is now in the process of cutting another 
album, though no one knows when it will be on the market. 

Q: I am interested in learning about carpentry. Could you give me

But 
the Kenmore Moviehouse people assure us 
that this 35mm print of the 1965 rock 
classic is uncut, which would make it a 
rarity indeed.

Funny 
and bleak, in much the same way 
M*A*S*H was, as two incorrigible 
gamblers try their luck at you 
can bet on, only to find themselves 
wondering what the stakes really are.
